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his mandatory pit stop for fuel and 
New Zealander Crosby, who now calls 
London, England home, took the 
lead. He had charged from 48th start- 
ing position to the head of the field in 
less than 40 miles of racing and the 
hundreds of British fans on hand 
made their presence known as they 
cheered him on. 

Crosby pitted on lap 13 and the 
point position once again belonged to 
18-year-old Spencer. But the Yoshi- 
mura crew topped Crosby's tank in fast 
fashion and he was back out on the 
track right on Spencer's rear wheel. 

Two laps later Crosby had over- 
taken Spencer for good and by the 
drop of the checkered flag he held a 
10-second lead. 

Finishing third, 50 seconds back of 
Spencer, was Team Honda's Ron 
Pierce, the defending Daytona Bell 
Superbike Champion. Only Crosby, 
Spencer and veteran Pierce covered 
100 miles as the trio had lapped the 
rest of the competitors. 


Finishing fourth, a lap down, was

Remembering that he had failed to 
continue on to turn one after his heat 
and that that had cost him dearly, 
Crosby cruised through the turn all 
but stopping. With his left hand on his 
hip he looked over at the scorers and 
then pointed towards himself as though 
saying, “Do you see me today?” 

Aside from discussing his starting 
position, Crosby was jubilant in win- 
ner’s circle. “The win makes me feel 
bloody good. I need the money because 
I've gone through two or three rent-a- 
racers already this week,” said the 24- 
year-old who had just a short time be- 
fore Daytona been named as Barry 
Sheene's replacement on the Suzuki 
GP road racing team. 

When asked if he was tired, Crosby 
said, “Not really, but me bloody brain 
is down in my throat from riding up on 
the banking!”

Spencer was obviously disappointed 
with his runner-up performance and 
explained that he dropped from Crosby 
on the last few laps due to his engine 
being “down on power. I guess it was 
hot because acceleration really dropped 
off,” said the youngster from Louisiana. 


Rounding out the top 10 were sixth 
place finisher Dennis Smith aboard a 
Cycle Tune-sponsored Suzuki, Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki-mounted Harry Klinz- 
mann, Salce Tool-sponsored Dwight 
Roy aboard a Suzuki, Syd’s Cycles/ 
Rebel International-sponsored-Ducati- 
mounted Malcolm Tunstall, and James 
Adamo on the Berliner Motor-spon- 
sored Ducati. 


Kawasaki-sponsored front row start- 
ers Eddie Lawson and Australian Gregg 
Hansford both had short races with 
Lawson's bike giving out on the initial 
lap and Hansford's on the ninth. 

Steve McLaughlin, manager of the 
Honda road race effort, dropped out 
of the race on the sixth lap. “We'll 
have to look inside to see what really 
happened,” said the former Daytona 








Superbike winner, “but I think some- 
thing let loose in the bottom end.” 
Venezuelan Roberto Pietri, who start- 
ed next to McLaughlin on the second 
row, retired his Honda from the race 
on the 19th lap when his bike's timing 


chain broke. 3 
Crosby, competing at Daytona for 


the first time, set a new Superbike 100 
race record as he covered the 26-lap, 
100-mile race in 57 minutes, 29.5 
seconds at an average speed of 105,37 
mph. When announcer Roxy Rock- 
wood announced over the Daytona 
public address system that Crosby had 
set the new race record, a sunburned 
British visitor shouted, “Rule Britan- 
nia!”

Squeaker to Lawson over Mang 
and Spencer

Californian Eddie Lawson had just enough 
steam in his Harry Hunt Racing Yamaha to eke 
out a three bikelength margin of victory over an 
almost dead heat between West Germany's 


Anton Mang, aboard a Kawa- 
saki, and the Howard Racing/ 
Arai Yamaha of Freddie Spen- 
cer. Had the race gone one lap 
longer, however, the results would 
have been different. 

“I ran out of gas in the chicane,” 
laughed Lawson in the winner's circle. 
“I guess that is cutting things a bit too 
close. The bike was a rocketship. The 
whole crew did a great job. If it wasn't 
for Harry Hunt 1 wouldn't behere.”. », 


For Spencer it was his second trip to 
the winner's circle in as many days, al- 
though when the results of the photo 
finish were posted it was a third place 
rather than second that he collected. 

“The bike wasn't special,” said 
Spencer. “It was basically last year's 
engine. Actually, we bought the bike 
with no real intention of running it 
until Thursday. I didn't have any real 
time on it, only a couple of laps before 





two laps to get used to the bike and 
then the last three to make it go. All 
things considered I guess we did well, 
although I would like to have won, 
naturally.” 

West Germany's Anton Mang has 
posted a very creditable performance 
in the past five years with a third in 
1978, a fourth last year and now a 
second placing. What appeared to be 
a sure win began to slip away — 
literally — in the closing laps as Mang's 
tires began to heat up and lose their 

rip. 

“The tires did not stick in the 
corners,” said Mang through his inter- 
preter and sponsor Mike Krauser. “I 
slowed down to let them cool and save 
things for the last lap. I was in front of 
Lawson and Spencer as we came onto 
the front straight and I thought I 
might win. We came very, very close.” 

The first qualifying heat saw Spencer 
roll onto the grid at the three mintue 


sign to take a front row position. He |

grabbed the lead halfway through the 
infield with Hansford grabbing second 
as the field hit the banking at the infield 
exit. From there it was Spencer rolling 
on to win by some six seconds over 
Hansford with Doug Brauncek and Gary 
Collins dropping Dan Chivington to 
fifth on the final lap after a nearly all 
race duel for third. 

Lawson jumped immediately into 
the lead in the second heat followed by 
Gennady Luibimsky and Craig Morris. 
Mang, after a slow start, quickly 
sorted things out and moved toward 
the front at a rapid pace, taking 
second as the third lap began. Mang 
then disposed of Lawson as the pair hit 
the chicane on lap four of the five-lap 
event. Only three bikelengths separated 
the pair as they began the final lap, 
but Mang reached for his reserve and 
increased his breathing room by the 
flag. Lawson was trailed by Luibimsky, 
Morris and Venezuelan Eduardo

Mang, by virtue of the fastest heat, 
would have the pole for the final. 

Although usually known as a dirt 
tracker, Lawson has quite a few road 
racing miles under his belt in Califor- 
nia club events as well as a win in the 
Novice class at Daytona in 1977. His 
talents were regarded highly enough 
by Kawasaki for them to sign him up 
as their sponsored Superbike entry at 
Winston Pro Series road races. 

The start of the main saw Lawson 
rocket off the line and into the lead as 
the field funnelled into the infield for 
the first of 26 laps around the 3.87 
mile course. Spencer quickly moved 
into second while Mang was stuck in 
traffic behind Luibimsky aboard 
another Harry Hunt Racing entry. 

On lap three Luibimsky ran off the 
track, losing advantage of the close 
order draft and Mang slipped into 
third. Luibimsky would remain in a 
safe fourth for the remainder of the 
race. 

Australian Gregg Hansford's factory 
Kawasaki gave up the fight almost im- 
mediately with a suspected broken 
crank. 

It was rather clear that Lawson and 
Mang had more top end than Spencer. 
Spencer appeared quicker in the 
infield but had trouble holding that 
advantage once on the speedway por- 
tion of the track. 

Mang, apparently tiring of the 
game, nipped Spencer and then 
Lawson on lap six and opened up a 
safe distance with apparent ease, 
leaving the duel to Lawson to hold off 
Spencer. 

Dan Chivington, who would even- 
tually finish fifth despite a seized engine 
on the final lap, was in fifth early on 
until an off course excursion. 

“I ran off the track, lost a lot of posi- 
tions and then caught back up finally. 
It was a real battle. Seizing on the last 
lap was a bummer, but since I was on 
the same lap as the leaders that put me 
one lap up on everyone behind me. 
Talk about luck,” Chivington said. 

At one time Englishman Barry 
Smith, Morris, Aleman and Markku 
Matikainen were all going after Chiving- 
ton until he broke away in the closing 
laps. 

As lap 18 ticked off, Mang began to 
slow to the tune of one or two seconds 
a lap. By lap 20 Lawson and Spencer 
— the order depended on the location 
around the track — had moved to 
within striking distance. One more lap 
and the pair went by in the infield. 

A swapfest then ensued for the re- 
maining laps with the trio almost side 
by side into the infield on the final 
circuit. Spencer led through the 
infield and onto the banking only to 
falter for a split second — Lawson and 
Mang didn’t wait. 

The trio closed up in the chicane 
with Mang back out front on the 
banking. 

All were set for the final 1,000 feet: 
Lawson broke Mang’s draft to move 
high while Spencer went low and 
almost onto the track apron. Mang 
moved lower on his line, apparently 
balking Spencer. 

At the flag, Lawson had perhaps 
three bikelengths while Mang — after 
a check of track photos — had nipped 
Spencer by inches. 

“I had a lot of fun,” was Lawson's 
parting shot. o

“This was my first 250cc race ever,” Team Ya- 
maha’s Jimbo Filice told reporters from Day- 
tona International Speedway’s victory lane. “I 
raced a 125cc bike three years ago, twice, when 
I was 13... well, maybe I was 14.” 


Filice had set a new average 
speed record — 98.082 mph for 


| the 20-lap, 76-mile Novice event 


—and his margin of victory over 
second placer Dave Busby was 46.6 
seconds. The previous record of 
96.664 was set only last year by Texan 
Benny Del Monico. 

The results are under protest by 
Team Honda's Jeff Haney who rode 
“another name brand,” as he put it, in 
today’s race. Haney’s Yamaha fouled a 
plug on the grid, and from where they 
were working on the machine, the one- 
minute sign was obscured by smoke 
from the waiting field of Novices. 
Haney rode up the inside line, attempt- 
ing to put his machine back into its 
mid-front row starting position and 
was met by gesturing AMA official 
Rick Titone just as the green flag 


dropped. Jeffs rolling start put him 
into the lead, but his advantage was 
short-lived. 

“He's already a lap down,” AMA 
Referee Charlie Watson said as the 
riders completed their first lap. The 
rulebook requires that the rider either 
be gridded when the one-minute sign 
is displayed, or he must start from the 
back of the grid. 

Haney’s protest, disallowed by Wat- 
son, has entered the appeal stage. 
Haney says that the one-minute sign 
was not visible from the back of the 
grid and that Titone, after first 
signalling him to stop, then waved him 
off with the pack. A final decision will 
be announced once AMA officials 
have reviewed the incident. 

Haney continued racing, eventually 
finishing 10 seconds ahead of Filice, 
but actually a lap down in 17th place.

“I just backed her down,” Filice said 
afterwards. “I didn't want to fall!” He 
closed on Haney near the halfway 
point but, at the signal from his pit 
crew, he settled back into “second” 
rather than challenge Haney. 

With the winner apparently 
decided, the race for second became 
the focal point. Californians Dave 
Busby and Fred Winters and Texan 
Kevin Brunson rubbed fairings in an 
intense three-way skirmish that began 
on lap five and lasted until the final 
trip around the 3.84-mile course. 


When the checkered flag came out, 
it was Busby's Yamaha that followed 
Filice’s machine across the banked 
finish line. Winters took third, and 
Brunson’s AA  Harper-sponsored 
TZ250 rolled in fourth. Rounding out 
the top five was “first easterner” David 
Reed from North Carolina on the 
A&M H-D/Super Toad Racing 
Yamaha. o

On the threshold

Last year during the Daytona Cycle Week Saturday night edition of the WEBCO 
Radio Show host Roxy Rockwood was interviewing Skip Aksland, Randy Mamola 
and Freddie Spencer about their one-two-three finish in the International 
Lightweight Road Race. Jokingly, Rockwood referred to Spencer as a rookie which, 
by strict definition, he was. Aksland and Mamola glanced at each other, at 
Rockwood and finally at Spencer. Almost in unison the pair voiced that Spencer 
was far from being a rookie on the track and that he had more road racing time 
under his belt than both of them combined. 

The scene shifts to the Winston Pro Series Nationals at Houston just a few short 
weeks ago. The race is the TT National. Spencer, in a no-nonsense ride, comes 
home fifth in his first ride as a rookie Expert on the dirt. “I thought he was 
supposed to be a road racer,” said one of the riders in the National afterward. 

The above incidents bring to light what many close observers of the racing scene 
over the past few seasons have already known: Freddie Spencer is one rider to keep 
your eyes on. 

Shreveport, Louisiana is the third largest city in the Magnolia State. It is 
sprawling, decidedly Southern and calls Terry Bradshaw of the Superbowl 
champion Pittsburgh Steelers football team its favorite son. Shreveport čs also 
Spencer's hometown. 

Catching up with Spencer is not an easy task, but on the Wednesday before the 
Houston Nationals he was home - in town and on the move. 


Fr Spencer stands on a 
threshold. Not since Kenny 
Roberts shook the” European 
road racing establishment to its 
depths on the continent has an 
American road racer been heralded so 
loudly both at home and abroad. 
Ironically, the road racing world has 
been waiting a year for Spencer to 
literally grow up so that they could 
judge his talent in the field of battle. 
The 1979 season was one of quiet 
frustration for Spencer. Although he 
had proved to be more than capable 
on a 750cc road racer (in club events) 
he was forced by AMA rules to spend a 
year in the 250cc Lightweight Expert 
class before moving up. The FIM had 
no such rules, but they did have a 
minimum age requirement - 18 - and 
Spencer couldn’t meet that which 
brought about a strange situation in 
the middle of the season. Honda, 
much impressed by the way Spencer 


had ridden in Superbike events at 
Daytona and Loudon, offered him a 
lucrative contract to race - with 
Daytona 200 winner Dale Singleton - 
in Japan's Suzuka Eight Hour 
Endurance Road Race. To the 
chagrin of all, Spencer informed them 
he was only 17 and wouldn't reach his 
18th birthday until December 20. 
Reluctantly, Honda abandoned its 
plans for Spencer. 

Kawasaki, however, did not have 
any problems in signing him up to 
contest the final rounds of the AMA 
Superbike Production Championship 
Series. With their number one rider 


Mike Baldwin out with injuries, 
Spencer seemed to be just the 
replacement the doctor ordered. 


Never one to give less than 100 
percent, Spencer easily won both 
remaining rounds. 

In the meantime, Spencer was also 
galloping toward his Expert class 
ranking on the dirt. Although only 
riding in nine events - and winning six 
of those - his talent on the dirt was 
evident for all to see and many openly 
wondered what his Expert year would 
bring. 

Spencer, at the end of 1979, had a 
decision to make. It was the most 
enviable of positions to be in. Should 
he dirt track or road race or both? 
Should he accept the offers which were 
being made for his services from the 
Japanese factories? Should he spend a 
season in Europe in more-or-less 
privateer status getting his feet wet in 
the ways of the GP circus? Should he 
become a member of Kenny Roberts’ 
newly formed World Series of Road 
Racing? The options were staggering. 


In the end it was Honda with his 
name on a contract to primarily 
contest the AMA Superbike 
Production Road Race Series. He will 
also ride in selected international 
events and may contest another one or 
two Winston Pro Series dirt track 
events, plus all the Formula One Road 
Race Nationals. 

For a youngster of 18, Freddie 
Spencer exudes the maturity, 
confidence and assurance of someone 
who has been around years longer and 
has survived the swirling confluence 
that surrounds him more and more 
every day. No longer is Spencer “‘just 
another rider.” He has been vaulted 
into the superstar class and is expected 
to produce as if he were a Kenny 
Roberts or a Barry Sheene. Yet the 
fuss and the pressure have not - at least 
not yet - begun to bother him. 

“I've been racing almost since I 
could walk,” he says most casually as if 
it were just another thing to do like 
eating, sleeping or breathing. “It was 
just the thing to do. My father has 
always been interested in it and he got 
his interest from his father. It was 
natural for me to get on a bike because 
my older brother was racing.” 

And race he did. Spencer's home in 
Shreveport, Louisiana was a fairly 
central location for reaching what we 
call outlaw tracks. The “run what ya 
brung” style of bullring racing that 
quickly separates the winners from 
the also rans. 

“Once 1 got big enough I ran the 
250 and 360cc classes plus the Open 
division if there was one. Then 1 
started road racing because there was 
an opportunity to run more Classes. I 
ran in the 410ce Production, 410cc 
Cafe, 750cc Production, 200 and 
250cc GP classes and I continued to 
dirt track also. It was quite a 
production because my dad would 
come home from work at the (family 
owned grocery) store and start working 
on my bikes. With eight of them to 
look after there wasn’t much time for 
anything else. 

“I grew up with one goal in mind. I 
wanted to be the Grand National 
Champion. I think every rider does. I 
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XR Riders. Win a race and 
get a $100 Gift Certificate 
free from Honda.

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would still like to really contest the 
title at some point. However, right 
now road racing looks like a solid 
future. There were so many options 
that I could have taken this year that I 
wanted to make the right decision on 
my future. I think I have.” 

Anyone who has seen Spencer in a 
press conference or being interviewed 
must notice the style with. which he 
handles the questions. It isn’t an 
inborn trait, but one that has been 
worked on. “I took speech in school 
and it has helped a tremendous 
amount. 1 still get butterflies 
occasionally, but I believe that my 
Christian education has helped me to 
cope with the pressures and the 
problems that arise.” 

To further his education, he has 
been attending night classes in 
business at the Shreveport campus of 
Louisiana State University. “I feel that 
they will come in handy. Actually, Pd 
really like to get a college degree, but 
right now there isn’t time for that.” 

You would think that when 
schooling and racing clash for some- 
one who was “racing just about every 
weekend there was an event” that 
schooling would come out on the short 
end. Wrong. Spencer was in the top 
group of his high school class. “Not 
quite a straight A student, but pretty 
close,” he says. 

Not only did he beat the books, but 
found time to play wide receiver on the 
football team and guard on the 
basketball team at Grawood Christian 
School. “He would have probably 
played baseball also if there had been 
time,” says his dad Fred. “I’m Freddie 
and he’s Fred. That way you can tell us 
apart,” jokes young Spencer. 

Over the winter Spencer played 
basketball in a church league. “I find 
that it is a great way to stay in-shape 
because you run and get plenty of 
exercise which builds up stamina.” 

The Spencer household is a 
sprawling ranch style home set in the 
suburbs of Shreveport. The house is 
surrounded by a fence - mainly to keep 
the dogs in. Fritz, the male of the pair, 
is practicing for.a singing dog part on 
a television show. Sirens police, 
ambulance or fire engine - set off his 
anguished wail at all times of the day 
and night. 


Vehicles abound in the driveway. 
Besides Freddie's Pontiac Trans-Am 
there is his mother June’s Ford LTD, 
his father’s Camaro Z-28, a Dodge van 
with a trailer hitch and a new 
motorhome. “I guess you could say 
that we have this thing about cars,” 
notes Spencer. “My grandad is 82. He 
ran a garage for about 60 years. He 
still is spry and works on cars to this 
day. My dad likes to drag race at the 
local strip. He works on his Z-28 all the 
time. I haven’t done too much to the 
Trans-Am other than a little 
suspension work and fine tuning the 
engine. Dad and I went heads-up on 
the street out in front of the house a 
while back and I beat him. Boy, he 
didn't like that one bit.” 


If you get the impression that the 
family is tightknit you are absolutely 
right. They are friendly, comfortable 
people to be with and it is easy to see 
that they clearly want whatever is best 
for Freddie. Erv Kanemoto, who 
tuned for Spencer last year and will 
continue to do. so this season on ‘the 
Yamaha TZ750 that he will race in the 
U.S. and in selected international 
meetings like the Transatlantic 
Trophy Easter Match Races, has spent 
time at the house and ‘has apparently 
found a second home. “Erv is such a 
nice fellow,” says Mrs. Spencer. “He's 
enjoyable to have around and he and 
Freddie seem to get along so well.” 

Rumors abound on the amount of 
money Honda paid to sign Spencer 
and that it was paid by Honda Japan 





since American Honda had reportedly 
used up its budget when Spencer 
became available. 

Mention of a reported $40,000 for 
1980 from Honda only brings a smile 
to Spencer's youthful features. “I don't 
talk about money,” he says, “but you 
could say that is a-ballpark figure. The 
contract is for two years with an option 
to re-negotiate it at the end of this 
season. There is a clause about riding 
the NR500 in the World 
Championships next year. I feel it is a 
pretty complete package. Gary 
Howard, who sponsored me the past 
three seasons worked out the terms 
and such. He knows a lot about those 
things. I bought the motorhome with a 
part of the money so my parents could 
have a home away from home at the 
track as well as a place where I can 
relax.” Spencer will fly to the races. 

“Before Honda, I had offers from 
Yamaha and Kawasaki. The Yamaha 
deal escalated from a 250cc bike for 
the GP’s or the World Series without 
factory backing to a full scale 500cc 
GP ride. It was tempting, but I had 
decided by then to do the World 
Series. There just wasn’t the right kind 
of deal at Kawasaki so that one went 
away.

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“I was ready to do the World Series 
(250cc class) whenever 'it came about 
with my own Yamaha backed by Gary 
Howard and tuned by Erv. We had the 
whole package ready to go, but the 
World Series kept being on again, off 
again. 

“I wanted to ride in the first two 
Winston Pro Series Nationals at 
Houston so 1 called Dennis McKay at 
Honda and asked for a TT engine. We 
talked and then he said 1 could have 
the engine only if I rode their 
Superbike. They got back to me and 
things went back and forth. Eventually 
we signed the deal.” As to whether 
Japan ordered American Honda to 
sign Spencer, he shrugs his shoulders 
noncommitally. 

One of the biggest pluses of his 
contract unlike that of teammates 
Steve McLaughlin and Ron Pierce is 
that it does not bind him to exclusively 
riding for Honda in road races. 
Therefore he can ride his Yamaha 
TZ750 at Daytona and perhaps the 
rest of the Winston Pro Series Formula 
One events. However, should Honda 
come up with a second Formula One 
bike - Ron Pierce will ride the first - 
then he will ride that.

The Houston Nationals provided 


-Honda with a very real assessment of 


Spencer's talent. His fifth place in the 
TT National surprised quite a few. 
Had it not been for a  balky 
short track 
qualifying heat, he might have been in 
a second National. 

“I really enjoyed Houston,” he said. 
“I would like to ride other dirt 
Nationals, but that is up to Honda. 
The way it looks now 1 probably 
won't.” 

What would have happened if 
Spencer had decided to run the full 
Winston Pro Series circuit? “1 would 
have had a full program backed by 
Howard Racing. Probably two 
(Harley-Davidson) XR750s, a short 
tracker and a TT bike plus the road 
racers prepared by Erv. I know we 
would have had a good program 
because we talked about it a lot.” Had 
that scenario come about, some 
insiders predict that he would have 
made life very hard at the top of the 
point standings. Unfortunately, dirt 
track fans, that isn’t the way it was 
meant to be. 

The name Gary Howard or, more 
precisely, Howard Racing crops up in 
talks with Spencer. Howard is 





Spencer’s mentor. A gentleman who is 
a true racing enthusiast and has 
chosen to help a select few in the sport 
he loves. 

“My dad and I met Gary three years 
ago at a race. He was distributing 
Amsoil and as one thing led to another 
he became my sponsor. He is a really 
great guy who loves the sport. He has 
been very good to me and has helped 
my career a great deal. I consider 
myself lucky to have him for a friend.” 

Howard, according to Spencer, is a 
Texas businessman. He has his home 
in College Station which is close to 
Texas International Speedway. “I 
don't think that you could pin him 
down to just one business. He does a 
lot of things.” 

Like some riders who have talent 
beyond their years, Spencer ran afoul 
of the AMA. He laughs at the 
memory. “I guess it is rather funny 
when you look back on it. I got 
suspended for a year from AMA 
competition because we fudged my 
birthday to make me a year older on 
my license application. The AMA 
caught it and suspended me for a year. 
Luckily, it didn’t hurt me since there 
weren't that many races for me to ride. 
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“One of the funniest things about ' 
that was each year we would go to 
Daytona and somehow I would end up 
with Roxy Rockwood interviewing me 
and he would say that 1 was 16. This 
went on for three or four years and 
even I forgot how old I was when I was 
around him.” 

1974 marked the first time Spencer 
rode at Daytona. He competed in the 
Amateur division road races and was 
doing pretty good. He remembers, “I 
was 12 at the time and Daytona was a 
really big thing. I was leading my class 
three or four laps from the finish when 
the bike seized. I can tell you that it 
was a big disappointment. 

“It may appear strange to some 
people, but even with all the racing 
I've already done, I am not tired of 
doing it. In fact 1 look forward to 
getting on the track. It's always a 
thrill. Each time you race you learn 
something or refine a part of your 
trade. There's always something new. 

“You know what 1 look forward to? 
Going to Europe and Japan. I've never 
been outside the U.S. It seems that you 
read about the faraway places, but 
really few people ever seem to get the 
chance to go and see them. Most of the 
riders I talk to say that racing in 
Europe is neat. Of course some don't 
like it, but they do like the money. I 
plan to make my own decisions. I also 
plan to be ready when I go. I'm 
studying French in my spare time.” 

Despite his physical conditioning, 
Spencer does have what might be 
considered by some a weak point. He 
wears glasses or, to be more precise, 
contact lenses. “I used to wear my 
glasses when I raced, but last year i got 
a pair of soft contact lenses and they 
really work well. Wearing them 
doesn't bother me and never really 
has. I don't feel it is any drawback at 
all.” 

That he was chosen as most likely to 
succeed by his graduating class at 
Grawood Christian School seems to be 
an uncanny insight into Freddie 
Spencer. Success seems to be at the 
bottom of everything he does. Is 
Spencer then to be labeled an 
achiever? Perhaps, but he is more a 
go-getter and someone who enjoys a 
short term challenge while setting 
things in perspective for his future 
goals. 

“I want to put back into racing what 
the sport has given me,” he says with 
sincerity. “I have gotten tremendous 
opportunities from racing, some that 
most racers don’t even get a chance for 
in their career. I haven't really started 
and yet things are going on around me 
like I've been in big time racing for 
years. I try my best not to let all the 
importance get to me and I hope it is 
working. You have to stay calm and 
not let things overwhelm you, which is 
a very easy thing to happen.” 

Christi Williams also asserts a 
calming influence on Spencer. She is a 
vivacious Southern belle and a “close” 
friend for the past three years. I'll tell 
you how Christi thinks,” Spencer said, 
“She is taking pre-law courses at the 
LSU campus because, as she says, I 
might need a lawyer someday to figure 
out my business deals. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that 
without my parents being behind me - 
literally évery inch of the way - that 1 
wouldn't be in the position Iam today. 
They love racing just as much as I do. 
You want to know something? My 
father has been helping me or my 
brother for 23 years and now that he 
gets a chance to sit back, relax and 
take it easy he still wants to keep a 
hand in things. He wouldn't be happy

AMA calls 
DOE fuel plan 
95 percent 
favorable 


WESTERVILLE, OH, FEB. 18 

The U.S. Department of Energy 
released its proposed Standby 
Federal Emergency Energy 
Conservation Plan and the 


American Motorcyclist Association has 
called it “95 percent favorable.” 


The plan, required by Congress in 
the Emergency Energy Conservation 
Act of 1979, is a group of proposals to 
reduce national fuel consumption 
during a crisis. It is not the plan under 
current consideration by DOE. 

AMA testified before DOE during 
the plan's development. Elements of the 
plan relating to motorcyclists follow: 

- Motorcycles and other two or 
three-wheeled vehicles have been 
excluded from a $5 minimum 
purchase plan. 

-- Although most states, including 
California, have exempted motor- 
cycles from odd-even gasoline purchase 
plans, DOE refused to do this. AMA is 
pressing DOE to reconsider its de- 
cision. 

-- The 55 mile per hour speed limit 
will be enforced. 

- Motorcycles and mopeds have 
been excluded from a plan to require 
private vehicles to be left at home at 
least once a week. AMA’s opposition to 
this guideline is that motorcycles 
provide a fuel-efficient form of 
transportation. 

- Off-road motorcycles have not 
been banned, although some other 
recreational transportation came 
under the axe. 

Following a 90-day comment 
period, the plan will go before 
Congress for approval. AMA's 
government relations staff will 
monitor its progress carefully, 
according to Government Relations 
Director Ed Youngblood. 

He added, “For the most part, we 
are satisfied with the plan. 
Motorcycles have been adequately or 
favorably provided for in most areas-- 
specifically exclusion from minimum 
purchase, vehicle abstinence plans, 
and the fact that. recreational 
motorcycles have not been 
prohibited. 

“The one area of the plan we are not 
pleased with is the odd-even gasoline 
purchase recommendation,” Young- 
blood said. “There are good argu- 
ments, logical and historical, that 
motorcycles should be excluded. We 
will continue to press DOE on this 
question.” 

Youngblood said that the plan also 
recommends priority parking facilities 
for “high-occupancy” vehicles, and 
that AMA _ will continue to 
communicate with DOE to expand 
this idea. He said, “Obviously it is a 
good idea, but I don’t think DOE has 
carried it far enough. Priority parking 
should be provided for motorcycles as 
well since they offer the same 
passenger-miles per gallon advantages 
as high-occupancy vehicles. 


“In view of the many aspects 
addressed in the plan, motorcyclists 
have come out quite well and we are 
pleased with most of the provisions for 
our type of vehicle.

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Nicknamed the “Rising Sun,” Chuck is a star on the rise 
with a new Honda ride, an eye on the 500cc National 
MX title and a desire to return to the World MX wars

'78, Husqvarna decided to send Chuck to Europe to campaign the 500cc Grand Prix. Sun 
promptly broke his wrist in a training fall and the year started on a sour note. Hts wrist slowly 
recovering, Sun rode a few GPs with less than spectacular results but at the U.S. round of the 
World Championships at Carlsbad he took third overall and top American honors.

At this point Honda entered the picture. Hungry for new talent blems. He talked with us about some of the differences.

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Why did you leave Husky? 

Well, basically Honda gave me a better 
offer but I felt I wasn't getting the sup- 
port that I thought I should be getting 
from Husqvarna. I did have a couple 
of injuries and was kinda at a low point 
after hurting my knee but I think they 
should stick behind you strongly. 

I didn’t feel that there was anybody 
behind me and I like to have a strong 
team behind me. I felt that there just 
wasn’t any enthusiasm; that nobody 
cared about me and I need to know 
someone is interested. They pretty 
much said that I had to prove myself 
and I didn’t think that was fair at the 
time. I even had to pay my own ex- 
penses to ride the Nationals! 

Why did you pick Honda? 

Well, they approached me in the 
Trans-USA. I almost signed with Husky 
again but I held off and thought over 
the Honda deal. Husky said they were 
going to go for it and they were aware 
of the problems they were having but 
the Honda offer just sounded a lot 
better. 

Did you know DeCoster was going to 
ride for Honda? 

That was one of the main reasons I de- 
cided to go with Honda. I know 
DeCoster is going to help test the bikes 
and set them up so I know that they 
are going to be very good. He really 
knows his stuff. I've heard he's even 
been testing a different front end and 
they've done a lot of work on it. I don’t 
know where they're at with it right now 
or if he is going to use it but it wouldn't 
surprise me if Honda came out with 
something like that. 

Were you concerned about Honda’s 
lack of recent success? 

I was wary of their problems but I saw 
that there was really potential for im- 
provement and they were trying to 
iron out the problems. Honda has had 
a weak team the last couple of years 
and they are really tired of losing. 
Have you seen all the Japanese around 
the Honda pits? That's because they 
are going all out to build this bike to 
win. 

They went out and hired all new 
riders and they are out there now solv- 
ing the problems. They really want to 
win bad because it's like the Japanese 
have a thing going with each other and 
it’s kinda like a slap in the face these 
last couple of years. I think we have a 
real strong team spirit right now and 
everybody gets along really well and is 
aware of the past. Everyone is working 
together more. 

How do you like the new Pro-Link? 
The Pro-Link is really excellent already 
and there is a long way to go. We've 
only had it for testing for about two or 
three weeks and we've already gotten it 
working as well as Kawasaki and they've 
had theirs for a whole year. It’s got 
good potential and 1 know there is a 
lot more that can be had out ofit. 

You rode the waterpumper at Ana- 
heim but not at Seattle.... 

We had them at Anaheim just so they 
could see how they would work and 
they didn't really feel that it was neces- 
sary for stadium racing. 1 thought they 
worked really well and I’m not com- 
pletely sure why they aren't using them 
but they said they want to do some 
more work on them. They have the 
same porting as the aircooled bikes 
and the same power but they are about 
five pounds heavier and that makes a 
difference. They are more trouble to 
work on because they are more com- 
plicated but 1 did like them. 


Has the transition from Husky to 
Honda affected your riding? 

I haven't gotten used to the power of 
the Japanese bikes. The shifting and 
the steering and a lot of other things 
are different and its making it 
difficult for me to find my rhythm. 1 
haven't been riding that much either 
because I really like to stay off bikes 
during vacation and it takes me a few 
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weeks to get back into it. I'll just keep 
building up until I peak for the 500cc 
Nationals at the height of the season. 
How about the switch from outdoor 
to stadium tracks? 

Pve been happy with my results but I 
really didn't have a good feeling for it. 
I haven't ridden many stadium races 
— it was over a year from the last one 
until Anaheim — so it's taking me a 
little time to adapt. I don’t want to go 
out and ride over my head and take a 
chance at the start of the season. You 
need good conditioning to ride the 
stadium races because the race is so 
intense. You only race for 20 minutes 
but you have to be in really good shape 
for those 20 minutes. I haven't yet 
found out what my specific needs for 
training are to be able to relax and be 
comfortable for the 20 minutes. PI 
have to look at what I did before the 
race and see if I can find that loose 
and relaxed feeling I need. 





Do you feel satisfied with your career 
so far? 

I feel good about how far I’ve come. 
When I first started racing I didn’t 
think of it as my future. Even after I 
turned Pro and I was making money at 
it I didn't really know what I had in 
mind. I was number one in Oregon for 
three years and then I started looking 
at the Nationals. You know there isn’t 
a direct connection from Oregon to 
the Nationals like from California. It 
was like starting all over and it was 
tough but once I decided it was what I 
wanted to do then I just stuck it out. 
What’s in the future for Chuck Sun? 
I've got kinda a three year outlook and 
I have a three year contract. I don’t 
like changing in midstream so I've got 
three years to build a good strong foun- 
dation. Like Mike Bell was really 
strong last year and now with no 
changes to his bike.or his team, he can 
carry it right on into this year and have 
a good year again. It’s that kinda thing 
I want to do. I don’t want to race as 
long as DeCoster or Mikkola; maybe 
about six more years because I’m 23 
now. Of course a lot of that depends 
on what happens in the world and if 
there is still racing. Right now I'm go- 
ing to stay in the U.S. and ride the 
500cc Nationals and if I get a break in 
the schedule I should be able to go 
over to Europe and ride a few GPs. I 
definitely feel that I have to return to 
Europe and retaliate. People really 
expected me to do good and I didn’t 
because of my broken wrist. 

Is Europe important to you? 

The most important — ever since I 
started racing it’s been my ambition to 
ride over there. The GP circuit is defi- 
nitely the true racing!

Over 1200 riders and their families and 
friends swarmed to Riverside Raceway to take 
part in this annual event, known as the Great 
Bear Gran Prix, but this time presented by the 


Viewfinders M.C. The 9.9 mile 
course was challenging in many 
parts, including the traditional 
mudhole and water jump. Satur- 
day's races were run under mostly clear 
skies with dust becoming a problem 
late in the day but by noon on Sunday 
the track was better suited for jet skis 
than motorcycles. As the races con- 
tinued on to their soggy conclusion, pit 
crews hastily assembled temporary 
shelters made from plastic tarps and 
announcer Ralph Garret made quips 
about the watering truck doing its job 
a little too well. 


Saturday 


Invader club member Bob Balentine 
brought his KTM to the number one 
position on the starting line for Satur- 
day's 175cc race and that's where he 
stayed as the first wave headed out 
onto the course. Line after line swept 


out past the start line at 15 second in- 
tervals and about 14 minutes later the 
leaders completed lap one. Balentine 
still had the front spot with Kent 
Pfeiffer running in second on his 
Yamaha. By lap four with the leaders 
pretty well spread out across the course, 
Balentine still led but Mark Cook had 
moved his Yamaha into second ahead 
of Pfeiffer and Cactus Cat rider Chris 
Austin on a Yamaha. 


With the race half over Balentine 
endoed over a haybale that got knock- 
ed in his way by another rider and he 
was out of the competition for the day. 
Yamaha rider Kevin Hopkins moved 
up from his second row start to take 
over the lead which he held until the 
finish. Following the unofficial overall 
winner Hopkins across the finish line 
were Austin, Checker rider Cliff 
Thomas (Yam) and Pfeiffer. 


The sportsman, non-affiliated class 








took over the course for the afternoon 
races as the track continued to get 
rougher and dustier. Bob Ewing put 
his KTM out in front as the first row of 
riders drag raced their way down the 
pavement and onto the course. Sun 
M.C. rider Ewing continued to lead 
for three laps until unknown mechan- 
ical ills forced him to push into the 
pits. He got going again but not until 
several riders had passed him, includ- 
ing the new leader Craig Adams, also 
riding a KTM. Steve Mudd pushed his 
Yamaha into the second spot as Bruce 
Ogilvie charged his Dale's Modern 
Cycle Yamaha into third after starting 
in position #281. 


Adams made a pit stop for gas on 
lap five and was back on the course 
quickly maintaining his lead over 
Ogilvie who had moved past Mudd. 
On the next lap Wayne Beebe also 
slipped past Mudd as he kept his big 
Maico on the gas through the pave- 
ment sections. By lap seven Adams 
had a two-minute lead on Ogilvie but 
as the white flag came out at lap nine 
Ogilvie had cut the difference down to 
less than a minute. However, Adams 
held on to take the checkered flag in 
the lead as Ogilvie settled for second. 
Beebe unofficially finished in third 
place ahead of Mudd while Michael 
David motored his 420 KTM across 
the finish line in fifth.

Clouds were looming ominously over- 
head as the riders lined up for the start 
of the 250cc and Open Beginners, 
Novices and Seniors. Jim Nichols pushed 
his Sunrise Roofing Team Yamaha 
465 into the lead as the pack thundered 
onto the course. Track-N-Travel Maico 
rider Brad Thompson followed in sec- 
ond while Edward Shinault wicked his 
Husky into third. The top three places 
remained the same for several laps 
while Steve Anderton moved his Husky 
into fourth and Master Links’ rider 
William Misener danced his Yamaha 
around the track in fifth. 

Nichols’ lap times out in front were 
a respectable 17 minutes plus a few 
seconds but back in the pack Mark 
Durand was charging his Bones and 
Clowns Distributing Yamaha 250 
around the course nearly a minute 
faster. At the halfway point Nichols 
suddenly dropped from the race with 
mechanicals and Shinault took over 
the front running position. Durand 
continued to slice his way through traf- 
fic and moved into second at the end 
of lap six with Thompson following in 
third and Anderton fourth. 

On the next lap Durand gassed’ his 
way into the lead and never looked 
back. A light rain had begun falling as 
Shinault came past the scoring stand 


in second.

With the race nearing the end 
Ralph. Mendewhall moved his Husky 
390 into fifth place behind Anderton. 
Thompson fell off hard and ended his 
fine ride as Rescue 3 had to attend to 
him. We hope he's all right and his 
bike's OK too. A jubilant Durand took 
the checkered flag with a huge lead 
over second place finisher Shinault. 
Anderton wheeled his way in for third 
place while Mendewhall settled for 
fourth and Misener took the flag in 
fifth. 


A steady rain was falling as the Ex- 
perts and sidehacks headed onto the 
now muddy course. Craig Adams 
splashed his 420 KTM into the early 
lead followed by Yamaha-mounted 
Eric McCracken and Yamaha factory 
rider Jim Fishback. At the end of the 
first lap the top three were still going 
strong and Bill Tarling had moved his 
Checkers M.C. Honda 500 into fourth 
place ahead of KTM rider Bob Balen- 
tine and Yamaha-mounted Bruce 
Ogilvie. 

Somewhere during the second lap 
Adams dropped out of the race and 
McCracken took over the trailblazing 
duties. The track was becoming a 
quagmire and top order of the day was 
for pit crews to keep the rider sup- 
plied with clean goggles. The side- 
hacks were slipping and sliding their 
way around the track, leaving little 
wakes behind and making it difficult 
for solo riders to pass in the tight sec- 
tions without being inundated with 
muddy spray. Despite the difficulties 
the three-wheeled riders were making 
respectable lap times and really flying 
on the paved sections. Some of the top 
hacks included Snuffy Harrison and 
Ronnie Rondell on a Kawasaki 650 
Wasp, Ralph Whitney and Scott 
Whitney riding a 850 Norton Wasp, 
Ron Whitington and Kelly Reedy pilot- 
ing their 750 Yamaha and Robert San- 
ner and Perry Mellilo muscling around 
on a 750 Honda powered Wasp. Of- 
ficial results for the sidehacks were not 
known at race’s end but possible 
winners were Tom Whitney and Pete 
Whitney on a 750 Yamaha hack. 


While the sidehacks struggled so did 
the solo riders and many began to 
DNF from water fouled plugs and air- 
boxes. Fishback faded back and finally 
dropped from the race as his engine 
sputtered its way around the course. 
McCracken held the lead until lap five 
when Ogilvie took over, followed by 
Balentine and first 250cc rider Mike 
Sixbery on a Yamaha. At the end of 
lap six the order was Ogilvie, Sixbery, 
Husky rider Brent Wallingsford, Ya- 
maha-mounted Mike Baker, Checkers 
member and Maico rider Bill Saltz- 
man, Balentine, Husky rider Cory 
Timms and Honda XR500 rider Rich 
Eierstedt. 


Sixbery had been charging all after- 
noon and as soon as he caught sight of 
Ogilvie he really got serious and put 
the pressure on. With just two laps to 
go Sixbery slithered into the front spot 
as Ogilvie struggled to stay in second. 
Eierstedt moved into fourth behind 
Wallingsford with Saltzman close 
behind and Can-Am rider Jim O’Neal 
pushed his way into sixth. With one 
lap to go Wallingsford DNF and at the 
finish it was Sixbery first overall and 
first 250cc followed by second overall 
and first Open Ogilvie. Unofficially 
Eierstedt took the third overall honors 
while Saltzman followed in fourth, 
O'Neal finished fifth and Timms round- 
ed out the top six.

Run and grunt: Professional 


motocross takes a closer look at 
body tuning

Football, baseball, basketball. Be it big bucks 
or college, these sports all have one thing in 
common: professional athletic trainers — to 
supervise conditioning and tend to injuries. 


At this time every factory team 
in professional motocross is either 
aware of the benefits of super- 
vised training, consulting with 
sports-medicine specialists or consider- 
ing the possibility of hiring a full-time 
trainer. Meanwhile, some racers have 
individually taken it upon themselves 
to hire their own conditioning super- 
visors. 

A well publicized example of the 


benefits of a rider/trainer get-together 
was Rick Burgett’s 1978 title run. The 
Yamaha teamster was on the last year 
of his contract and his results were not 
exactly earthshaking. Then Rick hired 
a trainer to hit the road with him and 
won six of the last seven 500cc Nationals 
to claim the championship and a new 
contract. 

Another believer in the benefits of 
hiring a personal trainer is Grand Prix 


veteran Brad Lackey. He signed on 
with Dean Miller during the winter of 
1978-79. This past winter Donnie Can- 
taloupi, a newcomer to Team Yamaha, 
joined Miller's stable for personal 
supervision. 

Meanwhile, Honda, who put together 
a young six-man team with only Steve 
Wise returning to the fold, kicked off 
their training with a two-week session 
coordinated by Jeff Spencer, a former 
Olympic bicyclist with a master's degree 
in exercise. Spencer will remain avail- 
able to team members on a consulting 
basis throughout the year. 

Right now, trainers are acting as 
consultants — to introduce, educate, 
suggest and repair if necessary, or as 
“whip crackers” to supervise regularly 
scheduled training programs of indi- 
vidual riders. An increasing awareness 
of the value of physical training is ap- 


parent, as the bikes continue to get 
faster over rougher terrain. 

The team managers for Honda, 
Kawasaki, Suzuki and Yamaha were 
willing to share their thoughts about 
current and expected use of professional 
training in the sport. We also talked 
with the two sports medicine specialists 
most intimately involved with profes- 
sional motocross — Dean Miller and 
Jeff Spencer. 


Mark Blackwell of Team Suzuki, 
one of the co-developers of the Official 
Suzuki School of Motocross along with 
Roger DeCoster, knows the value of 
stressing physical training to students. 


“I feel it is very important. We push 
it hard in our motocross schools and 
what we learn working with the team 
riders, especially this year, will be 
passed on to the school instructors,” 





Blackwell stresses two positive bene- 
fits of training. “Being in better shape 
makes the sport safer because the body 
is able to withstand potential injuries 
more easily. And training also makes 
the sport more fun. What's fun about 
hating it and just waiting for the 
checkered flag to come out instead of 
being able to put on a two-lap charge 
at the end and just dust everybody off?” 

Mark, who won the 1971 500cc 
National Championship and raced in 
Europe before a freak eye injury forced 
his premature retirement, also pointed 
out that an athlete can make up for 
lack of natural talent with training 
and sheer determination. “It still 
comes back to the guy's drive.” 

Blackwell still remembers the early 
days when he was exposed to Husky's 
training camp in Sweden. Back home 
he was often questioned why he was 
running if he was a motocross racer. 

One of the advantages of calling in a 
conditioning consultant like Dean 
Miller, which Suzuki has done, is to 
turn the riders onto the benefits of a 
definite training program. However, a 
consultant can also curb those riders 
who have a tendency to overtrain. 
Blackwell mentioned that both Mark 
Barnett and Brian Myerscough may 
actually train too much. 

Miller, acting confidentially as an 
attorney with his client, was asked to 
evaluate each rider’s past training pro- 
gram, determine his strong and weak 
points and make recommendations for 
diet and conditioning. He prepared 
individual guidance manuals for each 
rider. Suzuki also used the services of 
two other consultants, but acknowledge 
that Miller has helped them the most. 

Kenny Clark of Team Yamaha feels 
that training is a strictly individual ef- 
fort since motocross isn’t a team sport 
like football. Thus he finds the image 
of his team in training shorts in a field 
somewhere doing jumping jacks to- 
gether rather ludicrous. 

The team riders are directed toward 
relevant information, but he feels that 
they shouldn’t have to be led by the 
hand. “You can provide the training 
facilities, but the desire has to come 
from within. The two important things 
are what's inside each rider and how to 
reach what's inside him to make him 
want to do it. If they don't produce, 
they know they will become history 
very rapidly.” 

A perfect example, as previously 
mentioned, is Rick Burgett. Clark told 
Rick that he was fast enough to win, 
but because his riding style was so 
physical, he might be wise to consider 
a trainer. The motivation provided, 
Burgett got caught up in trying to 
physically outdo his trainer. A 
shoulder injury hampered Rick’s title 
defense last year, but he’s hoping that 
a healthy '80 will put him right back in 
the title hunt. 

Clark favors the carrot-and-stick ap- 
proach to team finances. Thus smaller 
salaries and bigger bonuses are dangled 
in front of the rider, giving him added 
incentive to train hard and win bonus 
money. 

So on Team Yamaha, each rider is 
expected to handle his own training. 
Of course, Clark keeps an eye on each 
téam member and what they're up to. 

As for the future, Clark is convinced 
that “as the levels of machine perfor- 
mance and skill increase, so will the 
endurance have to also increase.” 


Gary Mathers of Team Kawasaki is 
a strong supporter of the utilization of 
professional training. In fact, he feels 
that motocross should have had train- 
ers four or five years ago. 

Presently the riders are free to 
pursue their own programs. Jeff Ward 
and Jimmy Weinert have both trained 
with Dean Miller who was also con- 
sulted for team injuries last year. 

Mathers says, “I always figured that 
if you pay a guy to ride for you he

should be ready, but look at baseball 
or football. Those guys get humongous 
salaries and the teams still have full 
time trainers for them.” That's why, 
rather than enlarging the team roster 
in 1981, Mathers would like to add a 
full time trainer. He sees two 
advantages to this approach. Not only 
would a skilled professional be avail- 
able for constant monitoring and mea- 
suring of training effectiveness, but 
he'd also be there for immediate patch- 
up work during the racing season. 


Over at Honda, Gunnar Lindstrom 
has had plenty of experience with the 
Husky training camp approach. He 
spent 10 years with the factory as an 
engineer. He feels that Honda's two- 
week pre-season camp was especially 
beneficial because of the new faces 
signed to ride the red racers for 1980. 
“What we're doing now is basically an 
experiment. It's like any bike develop- 
ment work. You expect it to be an im- 
provement. What 1 think is really sig- 
nificant is that we researched and 
tailored the recommended training to 
each rider's specific needs.” 


Honda's training consultant, Jeff 
Spencer, became interested in moto- 
cross by talking to a neighbor, Bruce 
Burness of Ohlin, one of the industry's 
most respected suspension experts. Jeff 
has a master's degree from USC in the 
exercise physiology. His own bicycling 
experience promoted some theories he 
felt would be applicable to motocross 
riding, approaches he didn't see others 
using. Through Burness, Jeff began 
working with Steve Wise in 1979. 
Spencer felt that many of his theories 
were substantiated by Steve's perfor- 
mance. Honda then invited him to 
work with the entire team this season. 
It’s not a full-time effort; Jeff is an 
educational therapist and also paints 
and sculpts professionally. However, he 
will consult regularly with the team 
riders during the season. 


Asked to explain the reasons for the 
two-week session, Spencer replied, 
“The basic premise was to develop 
some of the relationships within the 
company and between the riders, both 
the Class C and motocross riders. And 
the attempt beyond that is to develop 
a more scientific approach to training 
for motocross. Obviously, you can't 
have a random approach and hope to 
maximize your physical performance. 
So we're helping the riders to get in 








shape for motocross and also doing 
things that will serve as a foundation 
for their own training programs. It’s 
basically an introduction to find each 
rider's strengths and weaknesses and to 
decide where to go from there to 
develop a program around strength, 
endurance and flexibility specific to 
the sport of motocross. We're just pro- 
viding an environment where the riders 
can be aware of some of the alternative 
training methods other than just riding 
a motorcycle. 

“The activities included are raquet- 
ball, ‘cross-country skiing, downhill 
skiing, Nautilus weight training, bi- 
cycle riding and trials riding. All these 
are very specific to the needs of moto- 
cross. There’s a maximum transfer of 
benefits with each of these. 

“The racquetball improves neural 
reflexes while the cross-country skiing 
works the entire body musculature and 
cardiovascular system. With the weight 
training the emphasis is on developing 
a body more like a supple rubber band 
than a tense coiled spring since moto- 
cross involves dynamic movement rath- 
er than the static contractions involved 
with weight lifting.” 

The instruction in trials riding was 
organized by Honda's Enduro Coordi- 
nator, Bob Nickelesen, two-time Na- 
tional Senior Trials Champion. The 
instructor was three-time American 
Trials Champion Lane Leavitt. The 
school’s goal was to improve the rider's 
sense of balance and throttle control, 
especially over cambered or slippery 
turning surfaces. And trials workouts 
were also suggested as an alternative 
form of riding during the week. 

Part of Spencer's time with the team 
was spent covering nutrition. “You just 
don't run an engine on straight gas. 
You have to mix some oil. It's the same 
with diet. You have to get a proper 
balance of carbohydrates, fats and 
proteins in order to maximize your 
body fuel reserves to prepare for race 
day.” 

One of the things that Spencer was 
concerned about was eliminating unin- 
formed or guesswork training. “I think 
that one of the things that has made 
riders become stale in the past was 
having random training methods. Some 
riders don't know how to alternate 
hard and easy training sessioms. So 
they feel that training means running 
wide open every day. Quite the 
contrary, it doesn't mean that at all. 


The persons who has the best chance 
of winning is the person who trains 
most intelligently, not the person who 
trains the most. Some athletes require 
three or four days of hard training a 
week while others may only require 
two. Some people perform best if they 
train the day before competition and 
others may need to rest. It's a question 
of establishing a range of possibilities 
that will work. You can generally tell 
from a person's body composition and 
performance whether they need to de- 
velop endurance and flexibility or 
whether they need to develop more 
muscle mass and strength in certain 
areas. We'll establish guidelines for 
riders and then make recommenda- 
tions. You can't write down on paper: 
do this and expect it to work for the 
entire year. It’s like a racing motor- 
cycle. Each week you have to change 
it. You can't just set it and that's it for 
the year. You're continually making 
adjustments. 
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“I've developed a manual for each 
of the riders to refer to. It's my feeling 
you're better off being undertrained 
than overtrained. There's a very fine 
line between fitness and fatigue. You 
have to find out where that line is and 
be aware of some of the signals that 
tell you staleness and fatigue are on 
the way. Running wide open all the 
time is the easiest way to take a nose- 
dive and lose interest in what you're 
doing.” 

Asked about the other benefits of 
the two-week session, Spencer added, 
“I think we've developed a good sense 
of community among the team 
members. They'd say they suspect a 
lot of the things we talked about 
regarding training. So it confirmed 
things about training they weren't sure 
about. They aren't training for the 
sake of training but rather to be fac- 
tory riders who race on Sunay. If an 
athlete doesn't have proper guidance, 
it plays a big part toward moving to- 
ward staleness or frustration.” 

One of the things that Spencer 
stressed was the sequence of training. 
“There's a certain sequence that you 
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how a rider warms up and prepares 
himself before a race.” > 

Summing up, Spencer feels that a 
trainer is a guide for the athlete to 
educate himself. “A trainer can't be a 
motivator, 1 don't think man is meant 
to have a motivator other than himself. 
The motivation has to come from with- 
in. We're just educating the rider to 
the possibilities of how he might maxi- 
mize his motocross abilities. Everybody 
has different needs for training. The 
main thing is not to be intimidated by 
what somebody else is doing, but 
rather to find what works best for each 
individual.”

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Hayes' AB 2302 
explained 


As reported last week, the move 
to override Governor Brown’s 
veto of the Sagebrush Rebellion 
bill has been dropped by Assem- 


blyman Bob Hayes. The Governor and 
Hayes have negotiated a “peaceful 
settlement” which will produce a more 
encompassing Sagebrush bill than the 
one which the Governor originally 
vetoed. The original bill, AB 1407, 
would have required the Attorney 
General to conduct a study of the legal 
issues concerned with whether the 
state or the federal government has 
legal title to the lands administered by 
the Bureau of Land Management. If 
the Attorney General's study concluded 
that the State of California should man- 
age its own lands, then legal action was 
to be taken to recover these lands. The 
bill also appropriated $50,000 to the 
Attorney General to conduct the study. 


The Governor vetoed the bill on the 
advice of his top environmental lieuten- 
ant, Huey Johnson. -Huey's problem 
with the bill at that time was unclear, 
because the Governor's veto message 
said that one of the reasons he was 
vetoing the bill was because the State 
did not have such a good record of 
managing their lands themselves. Huey 
Johnson — as head of the state's Re- 
sources Agency — has the responsibility 
for managing many of these lands 
which are supposedly managed so poor- 
ly. With that kind of an admission, 
one might assume that the Governor 
would have simply fired Johnson and 
replaced him with someone who would 
properly manage the lands. Instead of 
taking that approach, our “Governor 
Moonbeam” decided to veto the bill. 


The apparent lack of coherent logic 
behind the veto, coupled with the 
popularity of the measure itself, allowed 
Hayes to obtain commitments for al- 
most 50 of the 54 votes required to over- 
ride a Governor's veto. Both Hayes 
and the Governor's people were aware 
that the votes may have been there for 
an override. The Governor was not 
sure that he could have stopped an 
override and Hayes was never able to 
obtain firm commitments from 54 
fellow Assemblymen in support of the 
override. Although his chance seemed 
better than the Governor’s, there was 
still some question as to how long he 
could hold on to those committed 
votes if the Governor started turning 
the screws. 


Faced with the reality of the situa- 
tion, Hayes decided to agree to meet 
and negotiate with the Governor's 
people. After a week of negotiating 
with Huey Johnson and members of the 
Governor’s staff, a compromise was 
struck which addresses the Governor's 
concerns, while still keeping the idea 
behind the Sagebrush Rebellión intact. 
The new Sagebrush Bill is Assembly Bill 
2302 by Hayes. Tbz. new bill will re- 
quire a more Comprehensive study of 
the issues elated to the Sagebrush Re- 
bellina uestion. The financial capa- 








lands will be looked at, as will the legal 
issues. In addition, the bill will require 
the State Lands Commission to develop 
a master plan for lands under its juris- 
diction and to plow more of the revenues 
derived from the lands back into the 
rehabilitation of these area (such as 
using timber harvesting fees to help 
pay for reforestation). The bill, when 
enacted, will ensure that the state will 
have a proper mangement policy for 
its lands, something which the Bureau 
of Land Management does not have. 
The new study under AB 2302 will be 
conducted by the Attorney General, 
the State Lands Commission, and the 
Office of Planning and Research. 


When contacted for comment on 
the new bill, Hayes said he is “very 
pleased that the Governor's people were 
willing to negotiate in good faith,” and 
that he is “pleased that together, they 
were able to develop a better, more far 
reaching package.” o

Assemblyman Bob Hayes (R-San 
Fernando) was the next person to ad- 
dress the small crowd, with an update 
on the Sagebrush Rebellion. Most of 
what Hayes had to tell people was in- 
cluded in the bulletin that ran in last 
week's Cycle News. If you missed it, 
negotiations between Hayes' office and 
the Governor's office led to the inclu- 
sion of the Sagebrush Rebellion into 
Hayes' AB 2302, The California State 
Lands Use Planning Bill. The bill in- 
cludes all provisions of AB 1407, and 
goes further in some instances. “I’ve 
got a firm commitment from Jerry 
Brown to sign the bill,” said Hayes. 

Hayes also reported that he has been 
asked to draw up the land use plank 
for the Republican Party's national 
platform in the upcoming national 
elections. 

Following Hayes’ announcements 
was a presentation/discussion about off- 
road vehicle recreation opportunities.

The three panelists were California 
Parks and Recreation Department Di- 
rector Russ Cahill, Bureau of Land 
Management California Director Jim 
Ruch, «and John Burns representing 
the U.S. Forest Service. 

Cahill spoke first and said that in 
addition to his department's six state 
vehicle recreation areas and other 
ORV parks, there was a need to en- 
courage local governments to provide 
OHV parks, with money available 
from the Green Stickie funds. The De- 
partment said Cahill has a consultant 
available to help advise on such projects. 
The BLM or Forest Service may also 
use Green Stickie monies for such pur- 
poses as securing OHV recreation trail 
rights-of-way or trail construction. 

“I really appreciate the support Bob 
Hayes gave me this morning” said 
BLM California Director Ruch, smil- 
ing. Ruch didn't deal much with the 
recently-released California Desert Con- 
servation Area Draft Plan, because he 
was to discuss that in more detail later 


in the day. Ruch did say changes were 
being made to allow ORV use in 
McCain Valley and Mecca Hills; the 
latter due to an agreement that would 
allow access to an area deemed accept- 
able for ORV use. Ruch said he was 
optimistic about Cahill's offer of 
Green Stickie monies, particularly in 
gaining rights-of-way for the Mecca 
Hills area. 


Burns urged off-roaders to stay 
involved with Forest Service land-use 
planning, though he wasn't 
exceptionally optimistic, admitting 
that two-third of National Forest land 
is off-limit to ORVs, and that he 
expected to see “a continual nibbling 
away of those areas.” Still, Burns 
noted that two National Recreation 
Trails were for ORV use in California. 


During the question and answer 
phase, Ruch said in response to a 
question, “It is my desire to have a 
long distance race in the California 
desert this year.” 


Later, Ruch introduced the CDCA 
draft plan. The plan has three alterna- 
tives: Balanced, Protection and Use. 
Though many feel that the Balanced 
alternative will end up the final plan, 
with or without modifications, Ruch 
insisted it was “simply a middle point 
between the two extremes.” However, 
Assemblyman Hayes insists that the 
Balance alternative is the basic desert 
plan the BLM had in 1971. 

Copies of the plan, a 436-page, 14” 
x 104%” document, are available by 
writing to the BLM at P.O. Box 5555, 
Riverside, CA 92517 and requesting a 
copy, or by calling toll-free 800/442- 
4946. 

Ruch said comment received thus 
far had not been all favorable. “We 
had a call from one lady, apparently 
having only seen the cover, and she 
said there was no way we were going to 
draft her son into the California 
desert.” 

Deadline for public comment on the 
draft plan is May 15. A final plan will 


come out in September, with a 3u-day 
comment period, and the whole plan 
will probably be finalized at the end of 
the year. 

The next portion of the program 
dealt with updates from ongoing RARE 
II and BLM Wilderness programs. Ted 
Garrish, the National Outdoor Coali- 
tion's man in Washington, reported 
that he had several proposed Wilder- 
ness areas undergoing protest hearings 
in the Department of Interior in Wash- 
ington. Also mentioned was a suit filed 
by environmentalists against the Forest 
Service over RARE II. In his ruling, 
the judge found that the Forest Service 
was at fault for not having a preferred 
course of action or alternative listed, 
and for not addressing public com- 
ment individually when the Forest Ser- 
vice lumped such comment together in 
general groups. It could be an im- 
portant precedent for ORV enthusiasts. 

The final phase of the day concerned 
political activism; the keynote being 
that Bob Hayes has to get back into 
office in November. Bob Ham, who 
was elected as CORVA's vice-president 
the following day, said Hayes’ cam- 
paign funds are not in the best of 
shape and that it’s well known that 
Hayes has been targeted by environ- 
mentalists, who are busy raising funds 
to be given to opposing candidates. A 
hat was passed around, and in under 
five minutes, Hayes had $126 for his 
reelection. 

Ham also urged that off-roaders get 
invelved in the business of electing 
candidates who will support their recre- 
ation. Volunteering to walk precincts, 
pass out literature, or man phone 
banks are just a few of the ways to ac- 
complish this. When you're doing this, 
let the candidate know you're a motor- 
cylist, a dune buggy or four-wheel 
drive enthusiast, or what have you. 
Chances are that the candidate will re- 
member you long after election night, 
and when a crucial issue comes to a

free of charge under Huskv’s 30-day 
warranty on the complete bike. 

We went back to the start line and 
put some easy miles on the engine and 
the bike was ready to go for it! 

Although the 125 CR was designed 
for racing around a very crowded MX 
track, we wanted it to do more. And 
with a few minor changes this bike 
blends in well in the woods. Boy, does 
it blend in well! Before we knew it, the 
littlest Husky wanted to go out for long 
rides every weekend. It was as if it was 
designed specifically for hare scramble 
and enduro use. Some changes had to 
be made, but they were no problem -- 
in fact, they turned into this project. 

The first line of business was to 
liberate the handlebars a bit. We cut 
the durable gold handlebars down to 
30” from their approximately stock 
33” width. Naturally, cutting down 
the width of the bars is all a matter of 
personal preference. At 30” control 
was still maintained, even in the 
roughest of terrain, yet allowed for 
slipping in and out of trees with ease. 


The kill button and countershaft 
sprocket cover were removed 
posthaste. Although these two. items 
are occasionally required - to pass tech 
inspection, we found little use for 
them. Don't misunderstand us, a kill 
button can be very handy. However, 
usually when one needs to push it they 
are either upside down under the bike 
or sprawling around in the bushes with 
the bike on its side screaming wide 
open. Blasting through the woods 
virtually alone and MX'ing on a 
supervised track are two different 
things. When we needed to kill the 
engine, we had no trouble stalling it. 

We make a point of always tucking 
in our Levis when we are fun-riding 
the bike in the nearest field, and our 
regular riding gear is always tucked 
into our boots, so we had no reason to 
worry about getting caught in the 
countershaft sprocket. 

Although the stock Magura levers 
are nearly indestructible, we replaced 
the stock dog-leg levers with new short 
Magura levers. The shorter levers work 


for riders who prefer one and- two 
finger braking. Fanning of the clutch 
also becomes a smooth simple action 
with the shorter levers. 

After just one good wet hare 
scramble, enduro, or trip to the local 
power jet car wash, we realized it was 
time to break out the Black & Decker. 
Without the use of any fancy jigs or 
patterns, we managed to drill two 
6mm holes in the bottom of the 
airbox. The holes allow water and grit 
to drain out, without letting water in 
when riding through streams or 
mudholes. 

Many riders switch to a two-stage 
type air filter unit, but the stock unit 
did its job and we continued to use it. 

One problem that needs attention 
on the 125 CR is the chain tensioner. 
After only 50 miles of riding, the single 
roller had vanished. We found that 
the tensioner's faults can all be worked 
out with some regular maintenance. 
Bob Popiel of Husqvarna explained, 
“The tensioner needs to be serviced 
just as the air filter and brakes are. 


After each race, remove the roller and 
clean out all the grit or dirt and lube 
with heavy grease.” Following his 
instructions, we had no further 
problems. 

Some of the independently wealthy 
have complained about fork flex and 
replaced the stock unit with high-buck 
aftermarket items. We followed the 
lead of Husky's Gold Medalist, Greg 
Davis, and retained the stock forks. 
Our thinking has us believing that if 
they are good enough to win an ISDT 
Gold Medal with, they’re good enough 
for us. 

We experienced absolutely no fork 
flex out of the stock forks which offer 
11.8 inches of smooth working travel. 

We serviced the forks to the 
supplied specs. By using 9.25 ounces of 
10-weight fork oil a 140-pound rider 
will rarely bottom out the forks. The 
Husky forks come with aircaps and 
while adding air could be a benefit for 
heavier riders on a demanding track, 
it just wasn't necessary for most woods 
riding our lightweight (in pounds, not

skill) test rider used the Husky for. 

The stock Ohlins shocks provided 
the best working production rear 
suspension we have tested. The 
amount of rear wheel travel equals 
that at the front - 11.8 inches. At first, 
the shocks gave a bit of a stiff ride but 
after a few hours we couldn’t fault the 


units. No shock fade could be detected : 


at any time under any riding con- 
ditions. The shock reservoirs work. 

For fine tuning the damping which 
can be adjusted for both rebound and 
compression. Harsh bottoming is 
prevented with the use of rubber 
bumpers. Various springs are avail- 
able from Ohlins, although we 
believe most riders will be pleased 
with the 137/128 lb. - stock 
units. 

We had heard the oft-repeated 
stories about Husky's reportedly poor 
brakes. The brakes on the 125 CR 
work. However, the 1980 model does 
leave room for improvement in '81. 
Before the bike was ridden, most of 
the lower adjustment was used up. To 
our surprise, after half a dozen hare 
scrambles and enduros, very little 
more adjustment was required of the 
front brake. Many bikes would have 
been into their second set of shoes. 

Front and rear brakes on the Husky 
are interchangeable. After just a short 
period of time the rear brake pedal 
will wobble in and out slightly, and the 
brake rod will be bent, but this will not 
hamper its positive action. The brakes 
are as watertight as most on the 
market today.

he enjoys it. 

Now for the powerplant: A 
displacement of 124cc with enough 
snap to ricochet from corner to 
corner and yet enough tug for long 
inclines comes out of the small engine. 
A near perfect combination. 

For the type of use we were putting 
it to, we opted not to modify the 
engine for the most part. 

The 1980 125 CR is equipped with a 
CDI Motoplat with an internal rotor. 
We switched ours to an external rotor 
and Motoplat, a stock item from the 
previous year’s model. The external 
rotor unit helps tone down the 
powerband a bit, thus making the bike 
feel a little less pipey. It also allows a 
lighting kit to be installed - a must for 
enduro riding. 

Mitch Payton, of Pro Circuit 
Products, ended our search for a high 
performance pipe. The pipe was 
designed by Rick Asch and is styled 
after the Husky 250 pipe. Payton 
refers to it as “the little brother” of the 
Husky 250 pipe. 

Installation is rather simple. The 
stock bracket is used, just raised and 
turned on the frame. The Pro Circuit 
snakes around the frame whereas the 
stock pipe goes straight back. The pipe 
also mounts on the frame under where 
the tank and seat meet. A tab is 
already welded to the frame, although 
the stock pipe doesn’t mount there. 
We placed a spring - similar to the 
spring on the front pipe bracket 
between the Pro Circuit pipe and the 
frame. This eliminates the possibility 
of any cracks developing due to 
vibration. 














The Pro Circuit pipe tucks under 
the tank nicely, but pushes against the 
side cover on the left side. The side 
cover can be removed and we did, 
replacing both covers with FIM style 
covers from Pro Circuit. 

The short silencer on the Pro Circuit 
pipe has just one drawback - a major 
one for many riders. It’s not enduro 
legal due to its loudness and its lack of 
a Forestry Department approved spark 
arrestor. However, the pipe was not 
designed for enduro use. For enduro 
use we re-mounted the stock pipe. 

For hare scramble use, the Pro 
Circuit pipe really lets the motor wind. 
It is designed to increase top end and 
widen mid-range. We feel that 
mounting a Pro Circuit pipe is the best 
way to improve power with the 
exception of radical engine work. 

While we were on our project 
spending spree, we decided to try a 
Lectron carburetor. We had always 
been told how the Lectron Powerjet 
smoothed out power, decreased the 
chances of seizures, and helped torque 
and top end. We had heard a lot -- the 
question was how much was truth and 
how much was propaganda. 

While the airbox itself requires no 
modifications when adding a Lectron 
carb, both rubber boots must be 
replaced. We replaced the air boot 
that connects the airbox to the carb 
with one off of a Husky 250 (the 390 
item is identical). The larger boot fits 
into the same size hole in the airbox. 
We smeared silicone rubber sealer 
around the edges to seal the airbox. A 
larger hose clamp is needed to 
accomodate the large bell on the 
Lectron and the stock intake boot -- 
between the carb and jug -- must also 
be replaced. Many Husky owners have 
complained about the stock boot 
cracking or splitting; we replaced it 
with a longer piece of 1 % inch 
neoprene hose. Radiator hose can be 
used, but may be deteriorated by the 
fuel flowing through it. 

Jetting the Lectron was no major 
problem. A 6-2 needle worked with a 
60 main powerjet. The Lectron really 
helped- ease bringing the 125 to life. 
Starting the stock bike was a bit of a 
temperamental operation that took 
some getting used to. With the stock 
Bing carb, one had to be careful about 
flooding the engine when cold. 














We aren't sure how the carb would 
be for MX use, but the power seems 
smoother and even wider with the 
Lectron. 

The 36mm  Lectron's biggest 
improvement to the bike was the 
increased top end obtained from it. 

The Lectron is supposed to help cut 
fuel consumption, but that wasn't 
something we were worried about as 
we replaced the stock 2 gallon tank 
with a 3 gallon Windsor tank. With 
the 3 gallon tank we could travel at 
least 65 miles in any conditions. No 
modifications were required to mount 
the tank. The Windsor comes with its 
own petcock, but the stock Husky gas 
cap is utilized. 

For our time keeping in enduros we 
chose a Clairemont Cycle Supply digital 
clock. The Clairemont item comes to 
life with the press of a button. One 
thing riders must be constantly aware 
of is that the clock also has a fast 
forward button. Two riders we spoke 
to complained about their 
unknowingly advancing the time. So, 
be forewarned, 

We found the Clairemont clock to be 
very accurate and durable. The time 
appears in nice large readout 
numerals. It’s held stationary to the 
bike's crossbar or handlebars with the 
use of a hose clamp. We purchased 
ours from Hi-Point Racing Products. 

Clairemont also produces a superior 
route sheet holder which is also 
available through dealers who stock 
Hi-Point distributed products. With 
the Clairemont holder a rider can 
decipher up to seven lines without 
having to rotate the tape forward. 
Constructed of ABS plastic, the holder 
is virtually unbreakable. A set of 
unique pressure tabs hold the 
plexiglass window securely in the 
recessed frame. The pressure tabs 
work better than screws because there 
are no threads to strip or become 
clogged. The plexiglass window offers 
no distortion nor magnification. 

The route sheet holder is fairly 
watertight, but we found ourselves 
placing narrow strips of duct tape over 
the edges for peace of mind through 
additional waterproofing. The 
advancement knobs are nice and large 
and provide for effortless advancing of 
the route sheet. 

Through Husky Products we 
obtained a VDO Pacer kit. The kit 
includes an accurate 24-mph pacer 
head, a hub drive, cable and 
mounting bracket. The cable must be 
40” long to reach on the CR models. 
Modification is required of the 
mounting bracket to use the unit on a 
125 CR. We found it to be “accurate as 
hell” as it kept us on a 24-mph average 
through several enduros. 

A light kit from Husky products 
included a Preston Petty headlight, 
number plate, taillight and the wiring 
needed. The tank and seat must be 
removed for installation which took us 
approximately 30-minutes. Replacing 
the headlight bulb with a 12 volt, 55 
watt bulb will do away with the 
blowout problems of the stock bulb. 

While the stock Trelleborg tires are 
excellent, we opted to change the 3,50 
x 21 front tire because we found it to 
be too wide. We switched to Hi-Point 
Racing Products' 3.00 x 21 Red Dot 
tire. We have used other sizes of Red 
Dot tires and feel that they are the best 
buy on the market. In short, they 
provide Metzeler performance at Red 
Dot prices. 


In conclusion, we feel that the stock 
bike is a winner right out of the box. 
The modifications we made all 
improved the already winning 
combination. Each change was made 
for personal reasons and worked for 
us. If you feel like it, go for it and 
modify your own Husky. As for us, we 
already have and now we're going to 
quit writing and go riding! °

revealed 


These engine drawings - taken 
from a Honda patent 
specification and obtained from 
England's Motor Cycle Weekly, 


via their Japanese correspondent, Yori 
Kanda - clearly refer to the 
controversial Honda NR500 V-4 road 
racer and substantially confirm the 
basic configuration suggested in news 
items last year. 

That is to say, the cylinder bores are 
greatly elongated (“oval” with straight 
sides) and each head has four inlet and 
four exhaust valves, in two parallel 
rows, with two spark plugs - one in the 
middle of each group of four valves. 

The most offbeat feature of the 
engine is the use of two connecting 
rods (on a long, taper-bored gudgeon 
pin) for each piston. This is a 
precautionary measure to prevent 
tilting of the pistons, since the 
transverse cylinder axis is nearly 2 % 
times as long as the fore-and-aft axis. 

The seeming ovality of the valve 
heads is an illusion, since they are 
inclined to the cylinder axis. The 
included angle is about 50 degrees - 
narrow, but not so narrow as in some 
advanced four strokes. 

The ultra-short stroke (36mm) 
means a crank throw of 18mm (just 
under % inch). As a result there is 
substantial overlap of the main and 
big-end journals, giving a very stiff 
crankshaft. This seems to be made in 
one piece with the central drive gear, 
and to have six plain main bearings 
and eight plain big ends. The drive to 
the double overhead camshafts is also 
central. 

Valve operation is conventional, 
with hollow cylindrical cam 
followers and duplex coil return 
springs. The long gradual taper in the 
inlet tracts is clearly intended to 
accelerate gas speed right up to the 
flow obstruction presented by the valve 


heads.

Harden takes 
Gamblers’ HS 
jackpot

JEAN DRY LAKE, NV, FEB. 24 
Scot Harden ran his Motorcycle 
Racing Association of Nevada 
overall win streak to four straight, 
bringing in his Team Husky/ 
Sportsman Cycle 390CR to the check- 
ers five minutes ahead of Maico West/ 
Vegas Cycle 400 Megaform I man 
Kevin Davis in the Gamblers M.C. 80- 
mile hare scrambles. 

The course could be described in a 
word: gnarly! As usual, the Gamblers 
laid out their circuit in unused terrain 
which made it doubly tough on the 
leaders as they had to blaze a trail on 
virgin turf at race speeds. 

The start of the race saw Davis 
put his Maico into the lead followed 
by Harden and Team Valley Cycle 
sensation “Cousin” Chris Howard on 
a Yamaha YZ250G. The order re- 
mained the same as check one, where 
shortly afterward the riders en- 
countered “Beer-Bottleneck,” the 
boulder-strewn, box-canyon termina- 
tion of “Beer Bottle Pass.” The leaders 
passed through all right, but 
inevitably the riders started to bunch 
up, squirt out and crash. This con- 
tinued until there were a huge number 
of angry contestants waiting their turn 
to fry their clutches while pushing over 
the large rocks in a vain effort to get 
out of the congested canyon. 

Heading for check four, Davis got 
off, losing his visor and the lead. 
Harden took command of the race and 
was never headed. Kevin got going 
again lying in second and pitted 100 
yards behind Harden at the 


completion of the first 40-mile loop. 
Harden gradually extended his lead 
while Davis held second to the finish. 

Disaster struck third overall, first 
250cc Expert Chris Howard. He over- 
shot his pit crew, and upon turning 
around, crashed head-on into Cherry 
Creek hare and hound main man Don 
Fuller. Fuller went into a wild tank 
slapper through the bushes, but re- 
covered without a bail-off and resumed 
his Over 30 class winning ride. Howard 
was not so lucky as he was left badly 
shaken, with a mangled mount and 
with his competitive edge lost, which 
ultimately ended the quest for his third 
250cc win in a row. 

Two-time MRAN 250cc high point 
rider Bobby Davidson assumed the 
250cc lead on his Valley Cycle Yamaha. 
The latest addition to the Nevada 
Yamaha squad, Jeff Harper, brought 
his YZ around next, shadowed by 
Sportsman Cycle 250cc Husky rider 
Fred Hansen, Jr. 

Hansen got on the gas and passed 
Harper a few miles past gas one and 
set his sights on Davidson. Riding like 
the madman he is, Hansen passed 
Davidson for the 250cc lead and held 
it to the finish. Davidson and Harper 
finished second and third 250cc, 
respectively. 

“Movin' Marv” Chapman leading the 
125cc class on his Suzuki until a spec- 
tacular trip over the bars allowed 
Motorcycle Tire Center's Doug Stadt- 
lander to put his Suzuki into the lead. 
Chapman recovered the lead and was 
roosting away until he ran out of gas. 
Seems Marv couldn't get the parts to 
mount his desert tank and he paid the 
price when Stadtlander motored by for 
good to secure the 125cc win. 
Chapman scrounged up enough petrol 
to finish second. 

Sam Bass had the best ride of the 
day, flogging his Sportsman Cycle 
Husky 390 and 45-year-old body by 
many amazed Experts on the way to a 
fifth overall, first Over 38 class finish. 

Utah Amateur. and Sugar Loafer 
M.C. member Jeff Robinson brought 
his YZ 465 in as first Amateur, ‘21st 
overall. Bob Sweet extended his over- 
all Novice win streak to two, finishing 
33rd overall on a Sportsman Cycle 
Husky 250. 

The Gamblers M.C. are to be com- 
mended for the extraordinary effort 
that went in to organizing this event. 
The entire course was marked by a 
grand total of five people and it took 
all nine of the club members, dashing 
back and forth, to man the check- 
points, The club’s next race is their 
championship 140-mile one-way hare 
and hound Oct. 19, 1980. Be there or 
be square! o

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Rain cuts CMC 
Saddleback in half

When the race program was 
posted on the pit board at the 
recent Continental Moto-sports 
Club Saddleback event, the day's 


races were 25 motos along with two 
qualifying motos of 250cc Pros. Well, 
when the rain started to pour about 
10:30, the program was cut in half and 
it was a one-moto day, winner take all. 

The 125cc Pros were the luckiest 
group of the day. They completed their 
“one” moto before the rain commenced. 
The race was up for grabs as 22 125cc 
machines and riders packed into the 
first turn with Suzuki-sponsored Scott 
Burnworth getting the lead. Following 
Burnworth in the second position was 
DG-sponsored Rick Maki (Yam). Burn- 
worth and Maki began to pull the field 
and break away. Way back in last 
place was Yamaha support rider Rick 
Johnson. After two laps Johnson had 
moved into eighth place and was not 
staying in the back of the pack for long. 

Chasing the top two leaders were B. 
Jordan (Yam) and Tim Hines (Yam). 
With the laps and the pressure increas- 
ing, Jordan fell off the pace leaving

Hines to take over third but slower traf- 
fic held up the Yamaha rider causing 
Doug Dubach (Yam) to move into 
third.

He was still 
picking off riders and now fourth and 
thought nothing of passing Dubach for 
third and pushed for the leaders Burn- 
worth and Maki. With only one lap re- 
maining, Maki made his charge. Two 
turns from the finish, the DG rider 
pushed his way into the lead and took 
the win.

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en Break” Gate: How Fair 


and Fast Is It, And Can It Be Beaten? 


By Brad Zimmerman 

Starting motocross events has always 
been a hard chore, and one that, in the 
past, has often been delegated to 
someone who didn't know what they 
were getting into. In the old days of 
motocross we had flag starts, followed 
by the hand-on-the-helmet method, 
the rubber band “gate,” and finally the 
long pipegate starting system, a 
method adapted from horse racing and 
turned horizontal. 

After the pipe gate came a new 
concept —a fall back, or fall towards the 
rider gate. Originally designed as a 
cable gate (which was dropped due to 
rider injury) the pipe fall-back gate has 
progressed in technology so far that, 
according to many of the top riders, it's 
impossible to get any sort of starting 
advantage from a backwards falling 
gate. 

The most popular gate being used 
today is the “Even Break-Motocross 
Gate,”, manufactured by Superior 
Metal Products, 75 Christian Lane, 
New Britain, Connecticut, 06051. The 
gate has since been granted full patent 
rights. The brainchild of Dick Roy it 
was first tested successfully at the 1977 


Southwick, Massachusetts National 
motocross event. At this first testing 
session only four sections of the gate 


were used, and riders lined up to check . 


out how it worked, how fast it fell and 
ultimately, trying to find a way to beat 
the new system. 

What they found was that there is no 
way that you can cheat the “Even 
Break.” It's a starting system designed 
with the “start jumper” in mind. The 
Even-Break is constructed using 
tubular steel and angle iron pieces, and 
accomodates 41 riders. Each rider has 
his own personal gate, approximately 
three feet wide. Each gate works 
independently, but off a main switch. 
When the lever is pulled, a long 
rotating rod that runs the en of the 
gate is turned, On this rod is cam 
lobes. When the cams turn, the gate 
falls— towards the rider—so that riders 
have to wait until the gate is completely 
flat before proceeding onto the course. 
Otherwise the front wheel will be 
caught in the gate, and there's no way 
out of it except backing up. 

How fast does the Even-Break fall? 
We originally tried to time the unit 
with a stopwatch—and quickly found

out that by the time the human hand 
and brain can react to movement in 
the gate and punch the stopwatch 
button, the gate was already down. 
Baffled, we went to a motor-drive 
camera, capable of shooting three 
photos in the time-span of one second. 
Using this specially equipped unit, we 
started firing off photos as the minute 
board went sideways, knowing that we 
could shoot 36 frames (36 photos) in 
just over 11 seconds. 

When the film was developed, we 
were again foiled, The gate had fallen 
alright — but the camera didn't catch it. 
In one of the frames the gate is 
upright, then the following frame 
shows the gate down. It drops in less 
then a third of a second — meaning that 
if you blink your eye—you can easily 
miss it. 

Since the inception of the Even 
Break Motocross gate, we have also 
noticed a change in the pro rider's 
starting habits. They no longer can 
watch a long tube pipe—which often 
quivered or shook before falling, 
keying the riders so they could 
capitalize on their starts. The Even- 
Break drops so quickly that you can't 


flat ground, and tripped through 
the use of a rip cord by another 


rider or friend.

anticipate the gate—many riders have 
tried, and consequently had their 
section of gate fall fruitlessly on their 
front wheel. When this happens, the 
rider must back his machine up to 
allow his section of gate to fall, and 
permanently screwing up his start. Yet, 
each rider doesn't hamper another 
rider when he makes a mistake. 

So what do you do? Practice, 
practice, practice. Superior Metal 
Products sells an individual Even- 
Break Motocross Gate to practice with 
for just $49.95. lt will at least work 
your reflexes. Play pinball— racquetball, 
or the fun nickel-drop reflex testers 
found in some arcades. The only way 
you'll get an advantage at the start with 
the Even-Break gate is if you have 
better reflexes. After talking with 
many of the riders, and studying our 
film, we have to conclude that the 
Even-Break is just that—it doesn't play 
favorites.

A week of sunshine and the ef- 
forts of the Saddleback track 
preparation crew combined to 
provide riders with an excellent 


and challenging course on which to do 
battle.

Brown blasts

The 125cc Pro class was a hot- 
bed of competition, with Mike 
Brown going back to back on his 
LOP Yamaha during this Ameri- 
can Motocross Enterprises MX at 
Indian Dunes.

BAKERSFIELD, CA, MAR. 2 
Danny Thompson's 1-3 ride on 
his Valley Cycle Can-Am gave 
him the 250cc Pro win during 
A.M.E. motocross at Sprockets 
Park. Brett Cross made a pass on Jerry 
Martinez and then tried every angle to 
get around Thompson while Sherman 
Schneller moved his Suzuki to third 
and closed in on the pair. Cross went 
down trying an inside pass on 
Thompson, but recovered to get 
fourth place. With two laps 
remaining, he picked up third to finish 
behind Schneller. 

The second gate belonged to Dirt 
Bike magazine's Ken Zahrt, with Cross 
taking second and Thompson third. 

Zahrt returned to sweep the 500cc 





Pro class with a pair of flawless rides. 
As Zahrt led the first gate, Phil Taylor 
swiped second from Steve Williams, 
leaving him to battle his Bakersfield 
Yamaha with the KTM of Tom Kelly. 
They headed down the tower straight 
with wheels in line and Kelly jumped 
into third. By this time Zahrt had built 
a comfortable lead. Kelly then pressed 
Taylor, moving to his side, but Taylor 
had the edge to hold second. The 
battle ended when Darren Oliver 
nosed by Kelly and then proceded to 
pass Taylor for second place. 

When Zahrt took off to a 
commanding lead the second time, it 
appeared Taylor was fairly safe in 
second. Fred Price’s Yamaha defended 
third from Oliver and Greg Torgeson 
until he went down hard in the back 
straight. Oliver advanced on Taylor, 
getting by for another second. 

Mark Bledsoe (Yam) picked up a 
pair of firsts in the 125cc Pros with the 
Suzukis of Dave Strong and Jim Lauer 
finishing second and third in both 
rounds. 

There was strong competition in the 
125cc Junior class with Lance DeLong 
taking the honors with 1-4 finishes. 
DeLong went wire-to-wire the first 
time out with Byron Polin holding 
second for most of the moto. A wild 
battle brewed for third between Rick 











Howell, Marc Clark and Brent Brown. 
Brown broke through and closed in on 
Polin, taking second before the final 
flag. Clark passed Howell for fourth. 
DeLong holeshot the second gate, 
but Kenny White immediately took 
over and held it all the way. Clark kept 
the heat on DeLong, taking the second 
spot when DeLong went down, losing 
two positions. From there on, the first 
five riders spread out. White took the 
checkered with Clark, Polin, DeLong 
and Brown strung out behind him.

Sunday morning as club members 
worked hard to replace washed-away 
arrows before the 8:30 a.m. start. 
Since this event draws cross-country, 
motocross and enduro riders together 
to compete equally, the club felt 
obligated to provide a variety of 
terrain. Included in the 11-mile loop 
were sections of a National-caliber 
motocross track, long pavement 
sections and for the seasoned enduro 
rider there was the “Coors Canal”. 

The heavy racing of the day was in 
the Open Expert class as 500cc 
National Amatuer Champion Eric 
McKenna was here to improve on his 
previous fourth-place finish.

Many 
riders were having trouble with “Coors 
Canal”. This spot was the meanest, 
nastiest waterhole on the course, and 
the most popular with the spectators. 
Many riders lost time here when their 
bikes drowned. > 

Maico proved to be the bike of the 
day as the first three finishers were 2U 
on the big red machines. McKenna's 
Euro Cycle teammate Randy Losh 
finished a strong second. This is the 
second year in a row that Randy has 
been the bridesmaid. Ed Marchini, 
aboard another new 440 Maico from 
Hangtown Sports Cycle, followed Losh 
across the finish line. Rounding out 


KTM-mounted Greg Martz and Ron 
Combs on a Kawasaki 250. Hi Point- 
sponsored Jerry Jackson rode his Maico 
to a very strong finish to win the Old 
Timer Expert class.

Sullivan, Wedding 
and Day on top at 
Whitney

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, FEB. 24 

On a great day for racing north 
Texas motocross fans were treat- 
ed to some fantastic racing from 
mini to mighty as Pro riders 
Randy Sullivan, Derek Wedding and 
John Day topped off the action-filled 
day with wins in each of the Pro 
events, 

Tuff Freed (Yam) was the “main 
man” in Mini Junior action as he aced 
the competition in both rounds. Keith 
“Tiger” Foytik (Suz) did something he 
isn't accustomed to as he followed in a 
close second both times with “Jammin'” 
Jason Upshaw (Yam) third with a great 
come-from-behind ride in round one. 


Two words describe Mini Senior 
action — “Boom Boom.” Bryan Aber- 
nathy flew his “yellow bird” to another 
impressive win. Bo Pendley (Yam) 
came back in round two to finish a 
strong second with Greg Baker (Suz) 
comin' back for third as Jay Jones (Suz) 
and Brent “Stud Duck” Carrizales 
(Yam) rounded out the top five. 


In 100cc class action “Terrible” Tim 
Butler (Suz) was the dominant force as 
he prepares himself for the Astrodome 
GNC finals as well as Progressive Pro 
events. Rick “The Stick” Standifer 
(Yam) was consistent for second and 
John Middleton (Yam) third with a 
quick and consistent ride in round 
two. 

“Ramblin'” Ray Neal (Yam) put it 
altogether once again in Over 30 
Intermediate action. Neal was pur- 
sued by Alan Davis (Suz) who broke 
up the sweep of “yellow birds;”as Troy. 








Rapp (Yam) wound up third with a 
strong second-round ride after a sixth 
in first round action. Old man T.C. 
“Top Cat” Carter (Yam) was in the 
hunt all day, a slow-healing leg injury 
holding him to fourth in both rounds 
and overall. 

Donnie McMillan (Suz) and Chris 
“Rocket” Retra (Hon) led their respec- 
tive divisions in 125cc Novice action, 
McMillan devastated his talent-filled 
division with Mike Foytik (Suz) and 
John Rodd (Hon) battling in second 
and third with Bob Mitchell (Suz) a 
close fourth. Division 11 had Retra on 
top with “Bad” Bubba Neal (Yam) run- 
ning a close second as Mark McCandless 
(Yam) and Mark Nelson (Kaw) battled 
for third and fourth overall with 
McCandless getting the nod. 


Tom Johnson (Yam) and Rodger 
Schellenberger (Yam) flew their “yellow 
birds” to victories in both divisions of 
250cc Novice action. Johnson made his 
debut on the borrowed machine and 
came up a winner as Randy Willis (C- 
A) and Larry Thompson (C-A) pursued 
on their orange bikes with Flynn Coon 
(Yam) in fourth after two rounds. Schel- 
lenberger led Division Two with a pair 
of aces as Joe Acklen (Yam) and Mike 
“Wild Man” Hance (Yam) rounded 
out the sweep of “yellow birds.” 

Following the exciting action-filled 
morning program was the usual track 
maintenance that was eventually fol- 
lowed by the afternoon practice. Be- 
cause of high winds, sun and little or 
no water, it left the track looking much 
like. a war zone — dusty and unsafe. 


Rodney Wiginton (Hon) left little 
doubt that he came to race as he took 
top honors in 125cc Intermediate 
action. Jeff Pendergraft (Suz) was second 
after a tough second-round ride and 
Terry Tinney (Hon) wound up third 
with a fine come-from-behind ride in 
round two. 


Randy “Fluid Form” Sullivan (Hon) 
1 kept his win spreak, alive as he, piloted, 


braska-Kansas-Oklahoma-Texas -New Mexico-Colorado-Wyoming-Mo 


his “red rocket” to victory in both rounds 
of the talent-filled 125cc Pro class. In 
round one, Sullivan rode by himself as 
early threats Mike Brownlee (Suz) and 
Dennis “Max” Brand (Yam) DNF with 
crashes leaving Jerry Surber (Yam) to 
do battle with a fading Keith Davis 
(Hon) and a charging Kirk Dillon 
(Yam). Sullivan won both rounds with 
Surber in close company in round two 
for second. Davis and Dillon battled 
for third and fourth with Davis 
holding on each time for third overall. 

Craig Riddle (Hus), the day's only 
double winner, put together an amaz- 
ing performance in Division One 250cc 
Intermediate action. Riddle came from 
nowhere in round one to win and in 
round two recovered from an early 
moto spill to take second in the moto 
and first overall. “Gassin'” Glen Goodier 
(Hon), Kyle Hughes (Hon) and “Tricky” 
Troy Rodgers (Hon) followed in the 
overall column on their trio of “red 
rockets.” Division Two was a Bill 
Howe benefit as the youthful rider put 
his “red rocket” at the head of the field 
with Steve Pendergraft (Suz) and Nat 
Segovia (Hon) chasing his shadow in 
the second and third slots in the over- 
all column. 

Derek Wedding (Hus) made it two 
in a row as he repeated his performance 
from last week with another flawless 
ride. Wedding was out front early in 
both rounds leaving the talent-filled 
field to suck dust as an injured Kirk 
Spencer (Yam) managed a brilliant 5-2 
performance for second and “Okie” 
John Day (Yam) third with a fine 3-5 
effort. Sullivan (Hon) ended up fourth 
overall when he dropped to sixth in 
round two after an easy second in 
round one. Monte Anderson (Yam) and 
Nick “The Stick” Cordova (Yam) were 
fifth and sixth overall with Anderson 
having close encounters early in both 
rounds but recovering from each with 
6-4 finishes. Cordova dropped his bike 
in round one, finished ninth and in 
round two moved up to third after 
crunching his goodies early in the 
action-filled event. 


The Open Intermediate class got a 
hindside view of Craig Riddle aboard 
his father’s 465cc Yamaha. Riddle 
made winning appear easy in round 
one with second place finisher James 
Knight (Yam) giving Riddle a hard 
time in round two. David Banton 
(Yam) finished third overall with 4-5 
finishes. 

The Open Pro event topped off the 
day with “Okie” acing the competition 
in consecutive motos. Day led the field 
after the first lap of both rounds with 
Anderson and Spencer pursuing. Day 
paced himself to a win in round one 
when Anderson was forced to slow 
with a flat front tire and Spencer was 
unable to keep the pace due to a 
swollen ankle. Day held off Anderson 
in the second moto with David Beck- 
ham (C-A) moving into the top three. 
Overall it was Day, Anderson, Beck- 
ham, Steve Mulholland (Yam), Darrell 
Hollingshead (Suz) and Adam Cox 
(Mai).

Dear Thumper Freak... 


Thank you for your continued and 
fervent pursuit for an answer from the 
“giants” regarding dirt riding areas. 
To further your knowledge of 
politicians vs. the public let us do a few 
arithmetic problems with their 
solutions — perhaps shedding some 
light on ways to solve various dirt 
riding problems. 

First let us assume there are 20 
“giants” and 40 near “giants” in the 
industry. MIC figures tell us there are 
approximately 1.7 million off road 
motorcycles and 2.2 million dual pur- 
pose bikes operating-in the U.S. Cali- 
fornia figures are around 260,000 off 
road and 220,000 dual purpose bikes. 
Already the industry vs. the public 
statistics are staggering. 

Now we identify the problem: 

1. A place to play or trail ride in the 

desert and mountains. 

2. A place to race motocross, enduro 

and desert. 

3. Assurance that these places will 

be available year after year. 

The basic problem is identified, so 
how do we approach a solution? 

As is obvious from recent newspaper 
articles relating the recent FBI “Sting” 
operation there are two ways to go. 
One is the multi-mega bucks and the 
other is multi-mega letters and votes. 

The mega bucks might work if 
someone doesn't get caught. If 
however the bucks do work let's say 
that each of the 60 industry “giants” 
contributed an average of $20,000 
that fund would total $1,200,000. If 
each of the off road enthusiasts 
contributed the cost of one cheap 
night on the town, $20, the fund 
would be 3.9 million riders times $20, 
or $78 million dollars. Who has the 
dollar power? 

Why do the legislators need the 
money? Again one of the latest issues 
of Cycle News will tell you “$250,000 
to fund a study.” Roughly translated, 
it is a show of seriousness. 

I personally have been involved in 
legislative sessions in five states 
regarding one piece of legislation. In 
each case, before we could get on the 
agenda they needed $15,000 to “fund 
a study.” Considering there are 50 
states and at least five motorcycle 
related issues in each state (250 issues) 
plus local and federal issues each year 











the total is easily 500 issues per year. 
Five hundred times $15,000 per issue is 
$7,500,000. We also need a staff to 
administer the fund, so now you have 
some logistics for political action. 

Now for the other possibilty and its 
net results, we consider vote power 


and letter power. Comparing the 
“giants” including at least 100 
employees per company we have 6000 
votes and letters vs. the off road public 
at 3.9 million. Where is the power? Do 
votes and letters work? 

In one case in San Mateo County, 
CA, the motorcycle public got behind 
one political candidate. This 
candidate's party had not been in 
power in that county for 25 years. He 
won! The margin of victory equalled 
the number of motorcyclists in the 
county. 

These motorcyclists took positive 
action. They defined the problem, 
offered a solution, and took action.

CORVA Convention 


I attended the CORVA Convention 
in Bakersfield. It was excellent; it is a 
shame that more people did not 
attend. A vast amount of information 
and opinion was exchanged. I learned 
three things at this meeting. 

First, it appears that it may be 
possible to work with some members of 
California BLM. I came across. two 
members of the BLM that claim to 
want to end the strife and conflict over 
the B-to-V. They seem to feel that is is 
possible for an event to be held in the 
Barstow-Las Vegas area. I have a 
commitment from James B. Ruch, 
BLM California State Director, to 
organize and hold a meeting with 
several proponents of a B-to-V race. 
The purpose of the meeting will be to 
try and work out some of the problems 
that have prevented the issuance of a 
permit in the past, and to attempt to 
outline a course of action that would 
lead to the issuance of a permit for an 
event in the Barstow-Las Vegas area. 

Second, the California Desert Con- 
servation Area Plan could well mean 
the end of any chance for a B-to-V 
race. The general consensus appears 
to be that the Balanced Use 











alternative, or some modification of it, 
will be the plan implemented. One 
BLM employee explained to me that if 
the Balanced Use alternative was 
implemented, without modification, it 
would be impossible to have a 
competitive Barstow to Vegas event on 
the traditional route. Also, Afton 
Canyon is scheduled for closure as an 
“area of critical environmental 
concern” no matter what alternative is 
implemented. It behooves everyone 
involved in the B-to-V controversy to 
make their views known to the BLM. 
Get your Desert Plan drafts and 
comment. 

Third, it was apparent that there is 
a crying need for more “information 
exchange” between groups and 
individuals involved in the land use 
fight. Literally no one knows what 
anyone else is doing. This has got to 
stop. It is very important that we begin 
exchanging ideas with each other. It 
seems that we are all either too busy, 
too tired, or too bashful to do it. Well, 
let me start the ball rolling. 

If there is anyone out there that 
needs help, wants to know what the 
“duckbackers” are doing, wants to 
volunteer their time, wants to gripe, 
fight, or debate; I would be most 
happy to hear from them.

Lady Luck smiles on Pons, frown:

Frenchman Patrick Pons, after placing third in 
last year's event, finally got his wish — a win in 
the 39th Annual Daytona 200. Pons, aboard a 
Sonauto/Gauloises/GPA Yamaha TZ750, used 


consistent riding and a bit of help 
from Lady Luck to reel in the 
win. Second place went to last 
year's winner Dale Singleton and 
his Taylor White Construction/Beaulieu 
America/PJl1 Yamaha TZ750 while 
Dutchman Boet Van Dulmen put his 
Yamaha into third. Rounding out the 
top five were Skip Aksland's PJ1-spon- 
sored Yamaha and the Yamaha of 
Frenchman Marc Fontan. 

David Aldana is credited with put- 
ting his Yoshimura Suzuki four-stroke

into sixth place. However, Aldana 
protested that he was scored incorrectly 
and actually placed second. The pro- 
test was turned down by AMA's Bill 
Boyce. Aldana now has 10 days to 
appeal that ruling. Until then the only 
official finisher is Pons. 

Honda's Ron Pierce placed seventh 
— the only other four-stroke in the top 
10 followed by Benny Del Monico's 
Amol Precision-sponsored Yamaha, 
the Yamaha of Jimmy Adamo and the 
Mr. Al's Restaurant Special of Harry 
Klinzmann. 





“I am very happy to have won the 
200,” said Pons in winner's circle. “I 
came here as F750 World Champion 
with winning on my.mind, I felt that I 
had a chance if I got some luck. I’did.” 

Singleton and his mascot, Elmer II, 
again hogged most of the limelight. 
“Our early gas stop paid off,” said 
Singleton. “However, if it wasn’t for 
that rain delay I wouldn't have done 
anything. The changes we made 
during that time were what made my 
race. I want to thank my sponsors 
Taylor White and Carl Bouckhart and 
my brother Toot plus my whole crew. 
We finally got things together. It’s 
been a long week. I'm glad it’s over.” 

Van Dulmen, who does speak some 
English, did not get a chance to say 
anything in winner's circle other than 
express his happiness at finishing third 
after having problems which wrote 
DNF on his effort last year. 

Pons' good fortune was bad luck for 
Freddie Spencer, who just 12 laps from 
the checkered flag had a full minute 





lead on the field when the crank broke 
in his Howard Racing/Arai-sponsored 
Yamaha. “Of course I’m very disap- 
pointed,” said Spencer, “But I’m more 
disappointed for Erv (Kanemoto) be- 
cause he worked all winter on the bike 
and really had things dialed in.” 

Bad luck also struck Kenny Roberts 
who completed two laps before parking 
his factory Yamaha with problems 
caused by grit in the throttle slides. 


Rain, as last year, was again a factor. 
This time it halted the program after 
10 laps and caused an almost three 
hour delay while the track dried. 
Among the new wrinkles for this year’s 
edition of the 200 were the introduction 
of the Formula One class which re- 
places F750 and allows four-strokes up 
to 1025cc to run with restricted 750cc 
two-strokes and unrestricted 500cc 
two-strokes. 

In addition, for the first time in 
road racing, there are three women 
licensed as Experts. Of those three —

dive four abreast into turn four at the first start of the 1980 Daytona 200. 


on Spencer, Roberts 


Gina Bovaird, Carter Alsop and Wendy 
Epstein — only Bovaird elected to at- 
tempt to qualify for the 200. She did 
— 42nd in a field of 129 hopefuls — 
aboard a Yamaha TZ500 sponsored by 
Hawaiian Tropic. Unfortunately, a 
crash at mid-point ended her race. 


Qualifying 

To the surprise of few, Kenny 
Roberts ripped the 3.84 mile Daytona 
International Speedway course for a 
new track record in qualifying, almost 
two and a half seconds quicker and 
over two miles per hour faster (2 min., 
02.397 sec./113.826 mph) than his 
record set in 1976. ; 

However, most if not all eyes includ- 
ing those in the Yamaha pits were also 
on Freddie Spencer as he got a chance 
to show his stuff. Spencer cut laps with- 
in one second of Roberts, but could 
get no closer. 

The 129 entries were timed on the 
basis of their five fastest laps in three 
open practice sessions with the 20 fast- 





est on Thursday's unable to be bumped 
by faster riders on Friday. 

When Thursday ended it was Roberts 
and Spencer followed — at least until 
the timing was straightened out — by 
Ed Powell, Bruce Hammer and Boet 
Van Dulmen. The revised standings 
found Van Dulmen in third with Rich 
Schlachter fourth and Wes Cooley on 
the outside of row one. Cooley's plac- 
ing on a four-stroke showed plenty of 
promise. 

Of those not getting in qualifying 
runs on Thursday only Skip Aksland 
and Ron Pierce would have broken 
into the top 20. 


The 200 


The normal formalities preceeding 
the start of the 200 were speeded up 
due to forecasts of impending storm 
fronts to the north and west of the 
Speedway. Officials gained perhaps a 
half hour from the accelerated pro- 
gram, but it was not to be enough as 
would soon become evident. 





Rich Schlachter appeared to ignite 
a rocket as the field swept into turn 
one and the infield portion of the track 
for their first tour of the course. 
Schlachter came out onto the banking 
and opened up an immediate lead, 
holding it through the chicane and 
just as quickly heading for the track 
apron and the pits with a burned out 
clutch. “I knew the clutch was going 
when I left the line,” said a dejected 
Schlachter. “This hasn't been my 
week. 1 have already been robbed 
three times at my motel and now this. 
I'm not very happy.” 


In a blur, the four-stroke Yoshimura 
Suzukis of Graeme Crosby and Wes 
Cooley came thundering by, trailed 
closely by Van Dulmen, Spencer, Gene 
Romero and 75 others. 


Crosby ended his front running 
show when he locked up the rear brake 
going into turn one and overshot the 
corner. Cooley wouldn't be up front 
too much longer either as he became

the victim of a blown valve cover gasket. 
Von Dulmen quickly moved to the 
front, but Spencer and Pons were right 
there also. 

Where was Roberts? He was stuck in 
about 12th and looking at the bike. He 
quickly came into the pits on lap two 
and feverish work took place as he 


crew began to replace what was first: 


diagnosed as a sticking throttle cable. 
Unfortunately, that did not solve the 
problem. As Roberts stood passive be- 
hind his dark shield glaring at the bike 
the throttle was tested. No good. 
Roberts stalked off. 

“There was grit in the throttle slides,” 
said Yamaha team manager Kenny 
Clark. “There was a gust of wind at 
about the two minute mark blowing 
all sorts of stuff off the MX track. 1 
believe that's where the carbs picked 
up the problems.” 

By lap three Spencer had established 
himself in front and began to open up 
a bit of breathing space as Romero, 
Cooley, Aksland, Van Dulmen, John 
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(Above) Freddie Spencer dragged everything but his shoulder trying to win, but a suspected broken crank did in his 
effort.

Long and Mark Jones fought for second 
through sixth. 

On lap five Spencer was already 
lapping back markers and up by an 
unofficial six seconds. Second place had 
evolved into a Romero/Aksland/Pons/ 
Van Dulmen duel with Jones no longer 
in the hunt. Singleton trailed. 

“I fouled a plug,” explained Jones. 
“Actually Gatorade did the job. I have 
a drink bottle and the tube slipped 
from my mouth and splashed the en- 
gine. One of the carbs sucked up 
some. Talk about luck.” 

Back in traffic, Eddie Lawson, on 
the Moriwaki Kawasaki four-stroke, 
was dueling with Ron Pierce's Honda 
factory four-stroke entry as Bruce 
Hammer's Yamaha tried to split the 
pair. Other riders holding onto good 
positions were Kevin Stafford, Harry 
Klinzmann, John Bettencourt and 
Rich Chambers. 

Threatening clouds and gusting winds 
became more and more evident as laps 
seven and eight rolled by. “I saw the 
clouds and 1 knew that we wouldn't be 
racing much longer,” said .Gina 
Bovaird. “The bike wasn’t running too 
well so I was hoping that I could make 
it to the red flag.” 

A short, sudden rain squall halted 
the race with 10 laps in the book. Once 
over, track crews set about drying out 
the track, sweeping off standing water 
and removing debris that had washed 
onto the track from the sudden rain. 

The rain worked miracles for many 
— literally — and apparently more 
people found religion than if they had 
held a revival at the track. The phrase, 
“Somebody up there must be looking 
out for me,” was heard over and over 
again as riders took advantage of the 
delay to make needed adjustments. In 
many cases the adjustments were the 
difference between a top finish and the 
prospect of a poor or non-finish. 


Another phrase heard over and over 
was, “The 10 laps were a valuable test 
session, now we are ready to race.” 

Spencer, having given up an almost 
20 second lead, was seemingly uncon- 
cerned. “I can do it again,” he said 
while strolling towards his pit area. “I 
was actually cooling it there for awhile 
because I lost my rhythm for a 
moment and was getting back into the 
swing of things. 1 can pick it up by a 
good two to three seconds a lap. I 
guess I'll have to win it twice.” It was 
stated as mere fact. 

Throughout the pits work was going 
on. Pierce was changing jetting, lower- 
ing the gearing and softening the sus- 
pension; John Bettencourt's crew was 
replacing a broken clutch plate. Else- 
where, Singleton's crew was changing 
jetting (“It won't pull sixth gear as it 
sits now,” said Singleton.) and chang- 
ing tires; David Emde was replacing a 
fouled plug and looking for the cause; 
Van Dulmen was also making jetting 
changes; Aksland was replacing the 
ignition because the engine wouldn't 
pull: on top end; Schlachter had 
replaced the clutch; Kevin Stafford 
was furiously working to repair a broken 
fairing sustained in a get-off just as the 
rains came; Kurt Lenz was almost fin- 
ished on a rebuild of his seized engine; 
and Cooley had replaced his blown 
valve cover gasket. 

It was announced that the mandatory 
two gas stops were no longer required. 
Speculation then centered on whether 
the four-strokes could make it on one 
stop. 

“I believe we can make it on one 
stop,” said Ron Pierce. “I can pick up 
10 seconds by doing that.” 

The entire field was re-gridded ac- 
cording to their finishing positions on 
lap nine and the event commenced —

two hours and 35 minutes after the 
stop — with lap 10. 

On this start Spencer didn't wait for 
anybody as he roared into the lead 
past Pons on the banking and immedi- 
ately began to open up space at one 
second or better per lap. Pons, Single- 
ton, Aksland, Van Dulmen, Romero, 
Crosby, Ted Boody, Marc Fontan and 
the rest followed. 


Pons quickly moved to secure 
second place and leave the fighting for 
third behind. 

A swapfest began in earnest as

Romero was banging on Van Dulman, 
who in turn was challenging Singleton 
and Aksland. Then John Long began 
to move in. Ted Boody was showing 
fire as were Pierce and Eddie Lawson 
while Bettencourt was sneaking past 
them. 


By lap 14 Spencer was up eight sec- 
onds and turning consistent 2.05's on 
every lap to open an ever increasing 
margin between himself and Pons. 
However, Pons also had an advantage 
and he was slowly creeping out away 
from any threat. 








Romero pushed his Busch Special 
onto Aksland's rear wheel and remained 
there probing for an opening. Single- 
ton was also challenging until he got 
loose in the horseshoe and lost about 
30 lengths on the duel for third. 


Lap 15 saw Romero get by Aksland 
in the chicane with Aksland returning 
the favor on the banking. Bettencourt, 
seeking to move up two positions from 
ninth, took an outside line into turn 
one and ended up tumbling in the 
grass for his efforts. 


On lap 18 Romero tried an outside

move on Aksland in the same spot and 
ended up with the same results. In two 
more laps it was Eddie Lawson's turn 
to become the third victim of turn one. 
All three were taken to the track hospital 
for observation. 

Two more laps and the top 10 
consisted of Spencer with a 16 second 
lead over Pons, who held about five 
seconds over the freight train of Aks- 
land, Van Dulmen, Long, Crosby, 
Fontan, Singleton, David Aldana and 
Boody. Pierce, Cooley and Jones were 
filling the next three positions. 

Gas stops began on lap 24 with Pons

in and out then Aksland and Singleton 
came quickly through as did Van 
Dulmen and Boody. Long was quick 
to gas, but stopped before heading out 
on the track, losing time as he cleared 
his gas vent breather — a problem 
which would plague him the rest of the 
day. 

The laps rolled on toward the 30-lap 
mark as Spencer continued to roll up 
his margin over second place with that 
position shifting with the gas stops. 
Pierce's gas stop was quick — about 
seven seconds on lap 31. Aldana had 
also been in and out quickly. 

Lap 32 saw Crosby slowing down and 
then finally parking the bike in the 
infield. Also down and out was Gina 
Bovaird. “I was setting a good pace,” 
said Bovaird “when the next minute I 
was down on the pavement. The front 
end washed out. It must have been a 
patch of oil or something. I wasn’t brak- 
ing hard enough to go down like that.” 

Ted Boody was also destined to 
end his ride in quick fashion, going 
down with Bruce Lind in the chicane. 
Boody was unofficially eighth at the 
time and running well. 

Singleton's gas stop on lap 34 caught 
most by surprise, but his so-called early 
gas stop strategy wasn't strange since it 
was at the approximate distance that it 
would have come in the normal 52- 
lapper. It did, however, work to his 
advantage. 

At this point it seemed that Spencer 
— with a full minute on second place 
— would coast home the winner. It 
was not to be. He received the sign to 
gas on lap 40, but never made it. “The 
revs wouldn't build when 1 got on the 
banking,” said Spencer. “The engine 
was laboring and it apparently didn't 
want to go any farther. I’m quite sure 
it was the crank.” 

Tuner Erv Kanemoto suspected the 
same thing. “We won't really know 
until we tear the engine down,” said 
Kanemoto later in the pits. “He did a 
heck of a job didn't he?” said Kane- 
moto with a smile. But it was plain that 
deep inside he was not smiling. 

Suddenly the complexion of the race 
had changed and Pons now had the 
lead with 12 laps to go and over 30 
seconds on second place. It was still 
Aksland, Van Dulman and Singleton 
fighting it out. However, Singleton's 
earlier gas stop now began to look like 
superb strategy. 


Aksland and Van Dulman both 
were in and out of their gas stops quick- 
ly, but not quickly enough for Singleton 
had taken second and would not be 
shaken from that position. 

Also during that interval, Pierce 
had come in to the pits to have the rear 
brake anchor arm removed after he 
was black flagged for having the piece 
dragging from his bike. lt was here 
that Aldana got past and picked up an 
apparent sixth place. 

Pons coasted home with Singleton 
safe in second. Third, however, went 
down to the final lap as Van Dulman 
got past Aksland. 

“My shoulder still isn't strong 
enough from the surgery 1 had on it in 
the winter. I found that I had trouble 
holding on under hard braking and 
couldn't really ride 100 percent. I'm 
not making excuses, but 1 wish 1 could 
have gotten third,” said Aksland. o

Rocket Rex blasts ’em, 
second at Daytona

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 8 


Under Florida’s scorching winter sun, Team 
Yamaha’s “Rocket Rex” Staten rounded the 
last turn, popped out of the final Gary Bailey- 


designed “gator pit” and 


tona Supercross finish line in an 
almost anti-climactic end to a 
day of close, fast-paced racing. 
While the six-lap qualifying heats 
had seen knock-down-drag-out action, 
often from gate drop to checkered flag, 
the 12-lap final event saw Staten take 
the lead on lap five and motor on to a 
secure victory on his Tom Volin-tuned 
factory Yamaha. 

Back on the pipe and looking hot on 
his new Suzuki following his inauspi- 
cious season start in Atlanta last week- 
end was Marty Smith. Smith led early 
in the final moto after Team Honda's 
Donnie Hansen bailed while leading 
the pack. He had to let Staten past, 
but Marty held on to finish a safe 
second place ahead of Team Yamaha's 
AMA Supercross Series points leader 
Mike Bell. 





rolled across the Day- 


Andre Massant, sole European rider 
in the ’80 Daytona Supercross, had 
placed fifth in his qualifying moto, 
easily transferring to the main event. 
But a slow start in the final combined 
with the tight infield course and a star- 
studded field kept the Belgian Maico 
rider from placing better than 18th. 


Preliminaries 


Qualifying moto number one fea- 
tured a classic just-like-the-Superbowl 
Barnett/Bell battle from start to finish 
as Suzuki’s Mark Barnett grabbed the 
holeshot over Yamaha's lanky Mike 
Bell. Within three laps, the pair had 
left third place rider Arlo Englund 
almost 15 seconds behind to lead a 
second race against the snarling pack. 
Bell hounded Barnett mercilessly, but 
Barnett never flinched...all the way 
to the finish line. Englund, riding a 


PDQ Yamaha, held third, followed by 
Darrell Shultz, Mike Guerra, Mark 
Lawrence, John Day and Jo Jo Keller. 
The top eight transferred directly to 
the main event, larger than normal 
because Daytona accepts a 41-rider 
field rather than the standard 25-man 
Supercross starting line-up. 

Heat two had the makings of 
another no-holds-barred confrontation 
with Rex Staten, Chuck Sun, Danny 
LaPorte and Marty Tripes getting off 
the line fast. But on the second time 
around, both Tripes and LaPorte 
dropped from the front runners in 
separate crashes. 

“I went right through the haybales!” 
Tripes said later from the back of his 
Team Yamaha truck. “Sun crashed 
me. I was on the inside, and he rammed 
me. I went from second to eighth.” 
Tripes eventually finished seventh for 
his transfer to the main. 

LaPorte apparently got off harder; 
he restarted at the back of the pack, 
but did not finish the moto. 

Sun was flying, looking as good as 
he had while winning the Atlanta 
Supercross on the previous weekend, 
and he passed Staten near the halfway 
mark. Chuck put a little distance over 


the second placer, then rode to the 
checkered flag unchallenged. Staten 
held second place over Yamaha team- 
mate Broc Glover and Team Honda's 
Steve Wise who had started in 10th. 
Rounding out the eight transfer spots 
were Larry Wosick, Spencer Morrison, 
Marty Tripes and Chuck's little brother, 
Ron Sun. 

Georgia's Joe Rogers popped the hole- 
shot in the third qualifier, but hot on 
his tail were Team Suzuki's Marty 
Smith and Kent Howerton with 
Honda’s Donnie Hansen pressuring 
them. Rogers led the first half lap, but 
by the time a full circuit of the 
Daytona track was completed, 
Howerton held the point over Smith 
and Hansen with Rogers in fourth, 

As Howerton pulled away, Hansen 
kept Smith honest for most of the moto 
before Marty pulled a short-but-secure 
lead for the finish. The remaining trans- 
fer slots were filled by Jimmy Ellis, 
Dan Conway, Mark Gregson, Donnie 
Cantaloupi and David Bailey. 

The fourth and final qualifying 
moto set the stage for three of SoCal's 
finest to perform a runaway dice for 
the win. Kawasaki's Jeff “Teeny Meanie” 
Ward led Team Suzuki's Brian Myers-

the opening lap, and the three left 
everyone else to fight for fourth. Ward 
managed to hold the point position for 
almost the entire moto. Then, on the 
last lap, he stepped off. 

“Washed out,” was all Ward cared 
to say as he tried to work off his disap- 
pointment afterward. He remounted 
quickly, and with the sizeable gap the 
three had put on the pack, he saved 
third place. Myerscough took the win 
over Gibson. Places four through eight 
went to Mark Rakestraw, Andre Mas- 
sant, Greg Theiss, Troy Bradshaw and 
Gary Pustelak. 

The first semifinal put four more 
riders into the main event. Maico rider 
Ken Adams won it followed by Darren 
Rhoten, come-from-behind wizard 
Jimmy Weinert and Steve Stackable. 
Semi number two put Jeff Jennings, 
Kris Bigelow, Kippy Pierce and 
Warren Reid into the final. Taking 
the final transfer spot — the consola- 
tion race win — was Team Yamaha's 
Ricky Burgett. 


Final 
The largest starting field of the day 


jammed into Daytona's tight 180- 
degree first turn, but four didn't make 


it. Emerging from the dust cloud,. 


walking and searching for their bikes 
were Steve Wise, Jimmy Ellis, Mark 
Gregson and Dan Conway. Meanwhile, 
Honda's Donnie Hansen was getting 
with the program, out in front of a 
Marty Smith/Rex Staten duel for 





second. Ron Sun was holding off Mike 
Bell, briefly anyway, for fourth as 
Donnie Cantaloupi, Larry Wosick, 
Mark Lawrence, Chuck Sun and Jim 
Gibson rounded out the top 10. 

Hansen was looking great, but on 
the third time around the choppy 
track, Donnie stepped off, and Smith 
took over the front spot ahead of 
“Rocket Rex” Staten. 

By this time, Bell had passed Ron 
Sun to take third and set his sights on 
Staten. Hansen remounted almost in- 
stantly, slipping back in behind fourth 
place Ron Sun. 

Both Larry Wosick and Chuck Sun 
had gotten around Cantaloupi by the 
end of lap three, the quarter-way 
mark in the 12-lap final. ' 

Then Staten closed on Smith, 
stuffing his Yamaha's front wheel 
under the Suzuki's rear wheel at every 
opportunity, pushing hard to unnerve 
the former 125 and 500cc National 
Champ. Rex finally found a hole in 
Marty's defense on the next time 
around, and he moved into the lead. 


At the halfway mark, Staten and 
Smith rode nose-to-tail several seconds 
ahead of third place holder Mike Bell. 
Hansen was trying to hold back a 
charging Chuck Sun, but his fight only 
lasted for another lap before the 
Honda rider got past. Filling slots six 
through 10 were Wosick, Ron Sun, 
Cantaloupi, Mark Barnett and Broc 
Glover.

Barnett had completed the first lap 
in 11th place, but Glover was making 
an amazing charge up from a lap one 
starting spot of 20th! And that on a 
track judged by many riders as very 
difficult to pass on. 

By lap nine, the three-quarter 
mark, the top five places were set. 
Staten held up approximately five 
seconds over Smith who in turn held 
about the same margin over Bell. 
After that came Sun, and he had 
around 15 seconds’ advantage over 
Hansen. 


Sun had banged bars with another 
rider early in the moto: “In traffic, in 
the opening laps, I hit somebody, and 
it broke the tab that holds the clutch 
cable end onto the lever. I really 
needed the clutch on this track.” The 
soft surface coupled with tight, 
square-off type turns required a 
clutching technique for optimum per- 
formance, Sun said. 

Broc Glover caught and passed 
Donnie Hansen on the next lap, but 
with less than one lap remaining, Broc 
bailed. 


“I fell off. 1 tried to change direc- 
tions in the air, and I hit a bump when 
I landed!” a highly disappointed 
Glover explained later. The error cost 
the 125cc National Champion only 
one position, however, as he remounted 
behind Hansen to finish sixth after a 
terrific charge up from 20th in the all- 
out 12-lap moto. 





When the checkered flag came out, 
Rex Staten rolled easily across the line, 
tired but happy. “All I want to do is go 
to bed and rest!” he grinned from 
victory circle. 

Smith was happy with his second 
placing, his best effort on the Steve 
Paulos-tuned Team Suzuki. 

“I wanted first, but I'll settle for 
second,” he beamed. 


Mike Bell, riding his Dave 
Osterman-prepped Yamaha, main- 
tained his Supercross Series points lead 
over Chuck Sun, finishing third, just 
one step ahead of the Honda rider. 


Fifth place went to hard luck Donnie 
Hansen who'd looked like a winner on 
the opening lap. Completing the top 
10 were Broc Glover, Kent Howerton 
(who'd started 15th), Larry Wosick, 
Jim Gibson and Donnie Cantaloupi. 6
